ſerve : Iam not a perſecutor of their perſons, but of their in- 
tollerable pride, and other fins, wherein I perſecute the Devil 
who fills their hearts with theſe luſts, and if it ſhould not be 
ſuppreſſed in time, it would grow to a Munſter buſineſs, which in 
Germany began, and went on upon theſe very Principles of theirs . 
(as whoſoever will read the Hiſtory thereof, in the tenth Chapter 
—7 of Sleyden, ſhall apparently fee and be ſatisfied in) I could be 
glad with all my heart that I could uſe any means to withdraw 
them from theſe errors of their ways, which if they will go on 
in, and not be perſwaded by thoſe who ſeek their ſalvation, nor 
endure to hearken unto wholſome Doctrine, but heap up unto 
. themſelves Teachers after their own luſts, not enduring others; 
theſe Errors will in the iſſue prove damnable, and Doctrines of 
Devils, as indeed they are. Ihe Devil is a ſubtile enemy, and 
like a Serpent, turns and windes himſelf every way to deceive, 
therefore it is moſt neceſſary, with care and watchſulneſs to ob- 
ſerve his cunning ſleights and crafty devices, which he makes vic 
of to deſtroy mens ſouls, and to deceive them as he did Exe our 
firſt Parent; and to thoſe who will not wink with their eyes, but 
de willing to ſee the truch, this — appear very clearly in his 
carrying on of this dangerous deluſion, from the beginninꝑ all 
along, as thoſe who have obſerved it, and have been rightly in- 

form'd can affirm and prove. dn. 
At the firſt, he endeavored to carry onall in a ranting way, 
knowing, that if men might be brought to believe, they might 


torments, this would pleaſe the multitude very much, and gain 
him Diſciples enough to follow ſuch a Doctrine; therefore he ſet 
up Cop and Coppen, and ſuch like, to teach the people to turn the 
grace of God into wantonneſs; and if they might not Drink,

In theſe ſad and perilous times, wherein we live, and which the 
Apoſtle ſpeaks of, Tim. 2. v. 3. when we ſee men are lovers of 
their own luſte, and deſpiſers of thoſe who are god; the Lord in juſt 
judgement hath ler looſe that enemy of mankinde, the Devil, to 


ſeduce men, and caſt upon them ſtrong deluſions that they may

believe lies, becauſe they receive not the truth in the love there» 


of, but delight in unrighteouſneſs, and in ſatisſaction of their own 
luſts : Being unchained and let looſe, he firſt appeared in this 
ſhape (as I have ſaid} carrying on his work in a way of ranting, 


drunkenneſs, filthineſs, and all maner of fleſhly luſts; but when 


he ſaw this did too much diſcover bis black face, and not onely to 
thoſe who bad any ſenſe of Religion in them, but to civil men, 
that were men and not beaſts, it was odious and abominable , 
then the cunning Serpent turns l imſelf into another ſhape, and 
to deceive the fimple, puts on a ſhew of Mortification, endea· 
vors to turn himſelf into an Angel of ligbt; but wherein con- 
ſiſted this Mortification, onely in voluntary bumility (as the A- 
poſtle terms it, in the ſecond of the Coloſſians, the laſt verſe) and 
will-worſhip, not ſparing the body, but in crder to the ſittin 44 
the fleſd, for a greater pride there could hardly be in a Devil, t 

by all other carriages towards men did ſhew forth it ſelf in this 
people: What was their humility ſhewed forth by, but in not 
wearing Band- ſtrings, nor Hat-bands, no Laces on their Ap- 
parel, no Cuffs, nor ſuch like fooleries ? Was not this vo 


humi iry and will-worſhip ? (as it is there called) for this is not 


at all appointed of God to manifeſt humility, but an-uwvention 


of their own brains alone; and what comes from the fleſh; is al- 


ways that which ſets up the fleſh (as the Apoſtle there ſaich) Let 


any man obſerve the begging Fryars among the Papills, _— 
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ſhe had it, ſhe was importunate with her Husband that ſhe might

hall finde them in theſe fooliſh inventions of theirs ( to pre- 


tend to Humility and Mortification) by going far beyond theſe 
Quakers ; and yet who knows not, that hath any underſtanding, 
that theſe begging Fryars, and the Carthuſians, another fort of 
your mortified Prieſts, to be nothing elſe but Papiſtical wil- 
worſhippers; and unto this, the Devil now, in this ſecond de- 
ſign of his, is carrying on the Quakers, and to that end, it is 
manifeſt he bath , and ſtill doth imploy many Jeſuits and Prielis 
among them , who under counterfeit Names and Profeſſions, 
mingle themſeives with them, and become their Teachers and 


Inſtructers. 5 ; 
I ſhall a little diſcover the way and manner of the Devils car- 


rying on this deluſion from the beginning, that the madneſſe 


thereof may appear to all men, as that of annes and fambres did, 
who withſivod Moſes ; The firſt riſe of it was from the North, 
and from thence , as a Plague, it ſpread it ſelf over the greateſt 


vil found our a bait which ignorant people, who uſually are moſt 


part of the Kingdom: and we need not wonder at it, for the De- 


proud, would eaſily and readily be taken with : that is, they muſt 


yeild reſpect to none, but eſteem theniſelves as good as the beſt, 
thinking there was no ſuperiority or inferiority amongſt men, 
and ſo caſting the fifth Commandment out of the Tables, and un- 
der the pretence of Religion, carrying on a Levelling Principle, 
the onely way to confuſion : O how did this take with the — 
ſort, and pleaſe them, when they thought they ſhould enjoy that 
liberty, as to be under no rule, no reverence to be given either 
to Magiſtrate or Miniſter, Parent or Maſter, but as Beaſts, or 
worſe, be guided by the ſpirit within them, that is, the Devils 
impulſes and deluſions, which he hereby made way for; and this 
was it that made it ſo eaſily embraced, and ſo ſuddenly ſpread it 
about the Kingdom. 0 
The principal Inſtruments which the Devil in the beginning 
made uſe of, were one Fox and Naylor; this Fox, by one de- 
vice he uſed to draw a Gentlewoman to be his Diſciple, made ic 
manifeſt, that he exerciſed Witch- craſt, for preſenting to her a 
Bracelet, and defiring that ſhe would wear it for his ſake ; after

goe and hear that holy man Fox, her Husband being untwil⸗ 
ling, perſwaded her to the contrary, but nothing would prevail 
at laſt, he told her he would go with her, and knowing that Fer 
had given her a Bracelet to wear, that he might make tryal of this 
device whether it were Witch-craſt or no, he offered to carry 
her to their Meeting - place, but defrred that he might ſee the Brace 
let, which when ſhe had taken off from her arm, & was in the way, 
her mind changed, and ſhe deſired her Husband to go back again 


to their houſe, he thereupon, that he might make a further try- 
all of ir, put the Bracelet upon one of their Maids, and ſhe pre- 


ſently was mad to run to their Meetings: Then he took ix and 
put it upon his own arm,which when he had worn a little while;be 
found himfelf beginning to be poſſeſſed with a deſire of going to 
Fox and his company; whereupon he threw the Bracelet into the 
Fire, not doubting but there was Witch- craſt in the buſineſs: This 
I have beard that the Gentleman hath affirmed , and will make 
good. Now that in the beginning it was carryed on by witch - 
craft, and many poſſeſſed with Devils, is apparent, if what was 
done in the North, and will be proved, and,what was ſeen here, 
be but adviſedly and without prejudice condered . Read Mr. 
Farmers Book, a Miniſter of Briſtol , where you ſhall ſee proved 
what was done in the Northern parts, in the firſt riſe of this mad 
deluſion; then conſider, aſter that prating woman Audler came to 
Baubury, what was done and practiced; not onely upon men and 
women, but upon children, falling down foaming at the mouth, 
Quaking, and uſing unnatural geſtures, as the childe that was 
poſſeſſed with the Devil, whoſe father brought him to our Savi- 
our to diſpoſſeſs: Ihe manner of it was not much unlike this: 
But now the Devil perceiving that it begins to be ſuſpected to be 
either poſſeſſion, witch- craft or a cheating trick, as I think chere 
was all of them in the practice, he leaves it off, and we heat no 
more of it, leſt he ſhould be diſcovered: For their other great 


Apoſtle ſent extraordinarily,as they and he pretends, fames N 


lor, what he is grown to be, I wonder all that pretend to Chri- 
ſtianity, do not obſerve, and thereby ſee what this madneſs is come 
unto,and repent themſelves that ever they were led into ſuch an 
error: He blaſphemouſly makes bimſelf Chriſt, a thing that _ 
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Yew :Chriſtians heart ſhould tremble at, a thing more to be 

hbor'd, and worthy of greater puniſhment then Theft or Mur- 
ther, or any breach of the ſecond Table: if he had been execu- 
ted for it, as in Queen Elizabeths time Hachet was, he did deſerve 
it; but our Saviour hath told us before, That falſe Prophets 
foal come, and falſe Chriſts; but withal doth admoniſh us, That 
becauſe he told us of it before-hand, thęreſore we ſhould take 
heed that we did not ſo much as go ont to ſte them, or bear them, when 
thoſe who were ſeduced by chem ſhould tell us of them where 
they were, either in the deſert, or in the ſecr:t chamb rs. O that 
this diſcovery of the blaſphemous madneſs, this deluſion is 
grown unto, in one of their chiefeſt Deluders and Inſtruments of 
Satan, who hath, hereby diſcovered what his aim and end is in 
this deluſion, might be a means to reduce thoſe deluded people 
from ſuch a damnable Error as this is, by Gods juſt Judgement, 
made appear to be, and to grow up unto: that this their chief 
Doctor, fam:s Nayl:r, ſhould proceed at length to ſuch a Blaſ- 
phemy, it might well be expected, when as it is related in Mr. 
Farniers Book, the Miniſter.of Briſtol, that this Naylor be ſore, out 
of his horrid pride, durſt affirm to others, That he was as good 
as God, as juſt as God, as righteous as God, as holy as God: 
Was this man to be endured, and bis Blaſphemies to be ſuffered ? 
Gol directs in his Word, That 4 Blaſphemer ſhall be nut to death; 
And is ſuch a one to he made nſe of for a Teacher and. Inſtructer, 
as he hath been the chief to the Quakers i tl 

I ſhall now proceed to ſpeak ſomething of tbeir Doctrines and 
Practice, that every ſober man may conſider how contrary they 
are to the Word of God, which is given to us as a rule to direct 
us how we ought to live here, and by which we ſhall be judged 
bereafter ;: And this Word which, is given by Inſpiration from 
the Holy Ghoſt (as the Apoſtle Perer faith) is more ſure, and 
more to be heeded and followed, then Viſions that appear out- 
wardly, or Revelations within, becauſe ſuch, men may miſtake, 
or being tranſient, and ſoon gon, may forget; but this word is 
ſure, and endur eth for ever, and is ever preſent with us, given 
of God to be a light unto our feet, and a lamp to direct us in the 
right way. b ii: e ele i

For matter of Doctrine, the Devils chief aim and endeavor is 
to make them caſt away this Word of Truth, as a dead letter, as 
Ink and Paper, and ſuch other terms, he puts into their heads to 
make them ſlight it withal, and then teacheth them not to be 
led by this rule, but by the ſpirit within them, and tie voice 
that ſpeaks within them, whereby when he bath b t them 
to this, he hath fitted them for all his damnable Deluſions and 
Suggeſtions, making them believe they are the ſpirits voice with- 
in them, and by that they muſt be guided. practice accordingly:; 

As Felton, who thereupon: ſtabbed and murthered the Duke of 
Buckingham, and ſaid, He had impulſes of the ſpirit moving him to 

do ſo: In like manner have this deluded People been dealt with- 

all in the North, when Satan had laid this foundation for. his tem- 
prations,thar they are to be led by the Light within them, and the 

ſpirit ſpeaking within them, which is no dut the evil ſpirit of 
darkneſſe. One of them was met riding, with a cord about his N 
middle, and asked whither he went, he anſwered, The ſpirit had - 

ſent him to haug ſuch.a Miniſter : Another of them, à baſe Trull 

and Whore, wem in the night ta mans bed, and told him, 7he 

Faber had commanded her to cams to bed to him; be anſwered; If 

that were ſo, he muſt not deny it: This Theard was proved before 

a Juſtice, -ro whom the Man of the Houſe, where it was done, 

brought them: Theſe abominations of filrhineſſe, murther, an 

{ſuch other ſins,” cheſe Deviliſn Doctrines of theirs lead them ia

Other things vf like nature I heard of in the North:a Maid being 

by one of them ſolicired to filchineſs,and told, That all ſuch things 

were law full, thereupon left them, & ſhe came and told it to a god 
Miniſter: Hereby obſerve what this Doctrine of theirs-produceth, . 

and giveth the Devil opportunity to lead them unto, when they 
muſt go according to the ſpirit within them; and the voice within 
them, and lay aſide the Word of God, by which the Apoſtle com- 
mands us to try the ſpirits, whether they are of God or no;for ma- 
ny falſe ſpirits are going about to delude: Now there is no other 

rule to try the ſpirits by. whether they be of God or not, but 

-onely the Word of God, according to which, if chey ſpeak not, 
or move not within us, there is no light nor truth within them,

as the Scripture ſaith, but they are the ſpirits of darkneſs and de- 
lafion : This foundation of the Scriptures, rhe Devi) by his falſe 
Prophets ftrives in the firſt place to ſubvert and over- 
throw; and having once obtained that, he eaſily leads theſe de- 
luded People into all manner of errors and baſe luſis. 
Another Doctrine of theirs is, That th:y are perfect, aud with- 
cut ſin : This divers of them have pleaded and maintained, as 
old Hix told me Simon Temſom did, and it may be proved of ma- 
ny others: Now the moſt holy man that is in the world, or ever 
was, that was a meer man alone ſince the fall of Adam, will by 
his own experience, and the knowledge of his own heart, con- 
tute this as moſt falſe,and indeed, tending to ranting, that nothing 
they doe is a (in (except they think it ſo) and therefore they ma 
doe any thing, ſo their conſcience condemn them not for it, whic 
they have ſeared as with an hot iron : Let us naw examine this 
Doctrine of theirs, by the word which they hold, to give them a 
liberty to doe any thing, for nothing — is ſin: Look into the 
old Teſtament, in the Prayer of Solomon, where he ſaith, No man 
liveth & ſiuneth nat: Ecci. . 20. Look into the Goſpel, St. ame: 
ſaith, In many things we offen all, c. 3, v. 2. Our Saviour teacheth 
us to pray daily ſor the forgiveneſs of our ſins, which is needleſſe 
if we be perfect and have no ſin: If you ſay they muſt doe ſo who 
have ſin, not they who have none, ſhew that man who needs not 
daily bread for his ſuſtenance: In the ſame Prayer that he is to 
pray for that, he is commanded to pray for the forgivedeſle of 
his ſins daily; but upon this account, that they are perfect and 
have no ſin, they are brought to caſt off Prayer altogecher, in re- 
ſpect of themſelves, whereas we are commanded to pray conti- 
nually, that is, conſtantly: Look into the firſt Epiſtle of St. ohn 
. 1. ver. 8, 10. I we ſay we have no ſin, we deceive our ſelves, 
and the truth us not in us: we ſay we have not ſinned, we make 
him a lyer , and the truth is net in us: If we confeſs our fins, he 
will forgive us, and by the blood of Chriſt cleanſe us from all ſin, 
but then we muſt acknowledge and confeſs we have ſin, and are 
ſinners : You will ſay we have had fin, but now being cleanſed 
we have none: You deceive your ſelves (as the Apoſtle faith) and 
know not this truth, the truch is not in yuu. There is a double

that God, bis —— — Ne ing 2nd blond 
ſheding of our Lord Chriſt doth/nor-impute ſinne'to'us; but whol 


ly acquit us of it, in reſpe& of our being juſtified before him; 
Another is of the power and operation of ſinne in our mortal bo- 
dies while we live here, and that by the ſpirit of Chriſt in us, is 
more and more ſubdued and mortified, that it hath not domintion 
over us, but not wholly and perſectiy taken away whileſt we art 
in the body here in this world, but leſt in us to exerciſe us unto 
humility by a fight of our own vileneſſe, and to make us the more 
to ſee & admire the riches of God's grace, to ſuch vile and unwor- 
thy creatures as thereby we ſee our ſelves to be: This is maniſeſt in 
all God's Saints, and acknowledged by the moſt holy of them 
that know and obſerve their own hearts, as the Apoſtle Pau, 
none more perfect, than he that was a mere man, nor any raiſed 
up to higher revelations, yet he ſaith, he was not perſect, as thoſe 
Quakers ſay ; but he faith he preſſeth forwards ſtill to the marke 
of perfection; but had not yet attained to it, neither ſhall-any 
in this life , Philipiaus 3: and Roma the 7th: there is and will 
be {till a fleſh, and corruption in the fleſn, even in the moſt holy: , 
and moſt ſpiritual ſtriving againſt, and luſting againſt the ſpirit, 
which dwels in the Saints, as he ſneweth in that th chapter of 
the Epiſtle to the Romans. I will end this manifeſtation of their 


deluſion herein by anſwering an objection which they — — 


out of the Epiſtle of ohn, chap: 3. v: 9th: be that is borne 

finneth not, for the ſeed of God abideth in him, ſo that he can- 
not ſinne, becauſe he is borne of God; the very reaſon given 
anſwereth the objection, it rightly conſidered, and gives ſuch an 
interpretation of the place, as makes it conſiſt with, and not 
contradict what the Apoſtle hath ſaid before; for the ſeed of God 
abideth in him, that is, the grace of regeneration abideth in 
him, which is not at all in an unregenerate man, who is not borne 
of God; ſothat the words are thus to be underſtood; A regene- 
rate man truely ſanctified and borne of God, cannot ſo ſin as an 
unregenerate man, who never had any true grace or ſeed of God 


remaining in him, that is, he cannot ſinne totally, and finally,he —— 


cannot ſinne without ny of ſpirit, without che ſpirit᷑ ſtri-

the letd of God remaining in lum, will oppoſe and riſe tpagainſt _ , - 


the luſts that ſtirre and ſtriye in him; but in a man not borne of 
God there is no ſuch thing, therefore he ſinnes totally without 
any oppoſition of grace, becauſe there is none in him; again he 
cannot ſinne finally, that is, without repentance and turning to 
God again; for that ſeed of Grace remaining in him, wilbin tine 
ſpring up and reſtore him again to his firſt condition by true re- 
pentance, ſo. that the true underſtanding of this place of Scri- 
pture, will not contradict ( as I ſay ) the other; but only 
ſneweth the difference in ſinning betwixt a man regenerate, and 
unregenerate, and is a place that confuteth the Arminians, who 
teach, that a man who hath rrue grace and the ſeed of God re- 
maining in bim, may not withſtanding totally and finally fall 
from grace, which is directly contrary to this Scripture, written by 
the Apoſtle by the inſpiration of the ſpirit: Let us therefore 
take heed chat we rightly interpret the Scripture, which by 
comparing one place with another, we ſhall beſt be able to 
doe, otherwiſe we may.pervert the Scripture , as many doe, as 
the Apoſtle Peter faith, to their own deſtruction, The Scripture 


righty interpreted doth never comradid it ſelfe. 


There is anather deluſion which they entertain, which as that 
reverend Divine Calvin ſaith, commeth from the Anabaptiſts of 
Germany, and! 1 it amongſt ſome of them, which 
are in Blarham, which is, that it is unlawfull to ſweare at all, 
though the marter be of that conſequence that requires it, and 
a man be lawfully called to undertake it: I ſhall firſt ſhew how 
contrary this is to the practiſe of the moſt godly men and Saints 
in Scripture, both in the Old and new Teſtamertr, and alſo con- 
trary to the commands of God , as being a part of his honor and 
wotſhip:: Then I will anſwer thoſe places they bring for it, 
and ſhew the true meaning of thoſe places . For the practiſe of the 
holy men of God, they are ſo many, and it was ſo uſuall, that it 
were too much to reckon them up all; I ſhall inſtance in a few, 
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bouſe to Alraha at. his defire ;:and Juſeph to his Father Faces, 
anda malruade of others in like manner; and chis was not when a 
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Magiſtrate required it; which then is not to be refuſed; but ĩiĩt 
was ſufficient that the matter it ſelle was of that | 1 ce, 
ſatis faction therein to be given ſo neceſſary, that it was tawfull 
for private men, and is ſo, to bind themſelves by the nathe oſ God, 
which is the greateſt ſatisfaction that can be given, and when this 
is done with reverence and godly fear, in reſpect of the name of 
God, and thereupon obſerved with all care and faithfullneſſe ; 
God accounts it as an honouring of his name, and not at᷑ alf ta- 
king it in vaine; for ſuch an Oath. is to end controverſies, and 
farisfy all feares and doubts ; upon this occaſion and upon theſe 
few examples, I may take away another ſcruple which indeed is 
no part ot the Oath , or worſhip of God in the invocation of his 
name therein; but a mere civil circumſtance to demonſtrate, that 
I am the man that do oblige my ſelſe hy taking this Oath, and that 
is , laying my hand upon the book, for but that the uſe and cuſtome 
is ſuch now, that hereby 1 declare that I oblige my felfe by this 
Oath, to lay my hand upon the Table as well as the book, were all 
one,and thus civil circumſtance (for it is no other) why may I not 
as well performe inthis manner, as by putting my-hand under the 
thigh of him to whom I ear, as was che cuſtome then to ma- 
nifeſt that they did take the Oath, as you may ſee in Foſeph;and in 
Abraham's ſervant: and in the new Teſtament there is the pra- 
Rice of St Pax/ in a caſe of great concernment ſor che ſatisfũ 
ction of the Carinthians ; 2. Cor: cha: M 2.3 Jee tte i oth chap⸗ 
of the Revelation, vn ſo:che example of rhe, Angell: Iſ ſwearing 
upon juſt occaſion, and in matters requiring the ſame, which are 
of moment, were unlawſull, the Scripture would not give us ex- 
amples of it, both of the bolyeſt men, and of boly Angels. I will 
now ſhew that God commands it as a part of honour and worſhip, 
when it is done with reverence to his name, and thereupon ob- 
f 3 _ all faichfulneſſe, and — — har gheſl,cav _ — 
eſneſſe ligence, as to tel I ſee it is don at this day.

as the firſt commandement is given in the negative; Thou ſhalr 
have none other Gods but me that muſt be underſtood, thou ſhalt 
bave me, and me alone for thy God, fo in the ſecond ; Thou 
ſnalt not make to thy ſelfe- images to worſhip by them, this is 
given in the negative, will any man ſay that the affirmative is 
not there commanded? but that we may lay aſide all worſhip? no 
this is commanded. hereby, that as God muſt be our God alone, 
as in the nritcommandment;, ſo in this ſecond, by the forbid- 
ding of worſhip after our own inventions, we are commanded to 
worſhip God only after his own directions, and by his ordinan- 
ces, & not otherwiſe ſo in this thirdCommandement we are forbid- 
den to uſeGod's.name vainly, vhich negative infers that we oughr 
when we are called to uſe it; to uſe ir to his honor, with reverence 
and feare, with truth and care to performe what thereby we have 
obliged our ſelyes unto; in the forbidding the vaine and profane 
uſe of it, the holy and reverent uſe of it is commanded: and goe 
through all the commandments in the decalogue, and you niuſt 
thus underſtand them: ro confirme this, I ſhall ſer downethe 
places, at leaft ſome of them, for there are many where this is 
expreſly commanded , Deut. 6. 13, & 10. 20. feremiah: 4. 2. 
Tſay : 65. 16: and 45: and 23: Ezra: 10. 5: Exod: 22. 
11 : many other places might be alleaged , but theſe are ſuffici- 
ent; having made this cleare as I conceive,to men, that are not 
wilfull in their way, yet I will anſwer thoſe places which they 
bring to confirme them in their error; the firſt is in the 5th of 
Marthe, where our Saviour expounding the law, ſheweth the 
falſe expoſition thereof uſed to be given by the Jewes , who, to 
their own diſtruction, thinking they were to be juſtified by the 
tulfilling ofthe Law, made it ſuch by their interpretation that 
they thought they might fulfill it, as in the 6th commandment, 
and in the 7th; and fo likewiſe in this, our Saviour ſhewing their 
groſſe errors in all. In this third Commandment they held and 
taught, that if a man did not ſweare falſly, his ſwearing was not 
e, how vainly and profanely ſoever he ſweared, and how or- 
ivarily in his communication: Another falſhood which they 
held and taught was, that if they did in their ordinary communi- 
C : cation

cation ſwear by heaven or by earth, or by Jeruſalem, or any other 
thing, and did not uſe the name of God, it was no ſinne or breacii 
of the third commandment: our Saviour ſheweth their ignorance 
and falſhood herein, byrelling them, firſt, that in their ordinary 
communication, though the thing were true, and what they bad 
done or would doe, yet this was a taking ot the name of God in 
vaine to ſwearg in their ordinary communication and talking one 
with an other, when the thing was not of that moment, as to 
require the name of God to be made uſe of therin, neither had 
they a calling fo to doe, as if a man would tell his neighbour , 
that be had been at the Market, which was true, and when there 
was no uſe thereof would vainly ſwear it, or tell him be would 
to morrow goe a Journy , and did performe it, and not break his 
Word, yet vainly ſwear it, when there was no cauſe fo to doe, 
which how uſually it is done in this age amongſt us, ſhould make 
us mourne for it ; this thoſe ignorant Jewes thought was no 
breach of the third Commandment, though the very words of 
the Commandment, -thou ſhalt not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vaine , ſhewed the falſhood thereof, and this was it 
that our Saviour here reproved, that falſe interpretation of this 
Commandment , that men might ſweare in their .communicati6n 
one with another, as much as they would, ſo it were not falfly , 
how vainly ſoever it were and needleſly , therefore our Saviour 
tels them that in their communication one with a nother, yea and 
nay , avering what was true and denying what was falſe, was 
ſufficient without uſing the name of God vainly and irreverently 
when there was no calling thereto , nor need thereof, for in ſuc 
caſes it is vaine and from the Divell. So likewiſe he tels them, 
it is a ſinne to ſweare vainly by a Creature, which the Jewes 
taught was no ſin, if the name of God was not uſed; for the pow- 
er of God, and the goodneſſe of God is to be ſeen in the crea- 
ture, if we would uſe the name thereof in an Oath, and therefore 
it is not to be uſed in vaine, nor otherwiſe in an Oath, but when 
we ſignify thereby that we bind our ſelves by the great God who - 
in ſuch a creature manifeſteth himſelfe , and his greatneſſe to us. 
For that in St James: 5: 12: it hath the ſame ſenſe to avoid vame: 
baſty and profane. ſwearing , which may be gathered the - 5 
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from that which immediatly goes before, which is bis exhortation 
to patience and long ſuffering in their afflictions and perſecutions, 
for impatiency in oppreſſions, and afflictions, is apt to bring forth 
anger, paſſion, and that, ſwearing, and thereupon he in the text 
verſe gives them this admonition. I have been the longer in clea- 
ring theſe places and the true meaning of them, becauſe i know 
theſe are the only props they make uſe of to uphold their error; 
and I will conclude with this, that it is a great ignorance or wilful- 
neſſe to imagine, that our daviour, God bleſſed over all, the on- 
ly law-giver , and therefore interpreter thereof, would interpret 
his Law in this place otherwiſe than ſtands with his own com- 
mand, in other places of Scriptur e, as] have ſhewed clearly, 
and with the practiſe of the moſt holy of his Saints in obedience 
to thoſe commands. 

Iwill come to another device of Sathan, wereby he endeavours 
to bring them to caſt off all ordinances, and ſeparate themſelves 
as thoſe who ( as pude ſaith ) are ſenſuall not having the ſpirit: 
and I wiſh they would read that Epiſtle and rightly apply it: they 
muſt not. they ſay, come into Steeple Churches, but they will creep 
into houſes, they muſt not heare Prieſts,as they callthem, which, 
they ſay, preach for hire , becauſe they take that maintainance 


which the Law uu them; and what ground have they for this? 


theſe Churches have been abuſed ro Idol-worſhip, and they muſt 
not be like {dolaters,nor worſhip God as they have done: igno- 
rant people! they do not underſtand how to make a difference be- 
tween falſe worſhip and true: to worſhip God after the ſame 
manner that Idolaters doe, after their own inventions, is falſe 
worſhip; but to worſhip God in the ſame time and place, accor- 
ding to his inſtitution and ordinances, this is true worſhip ; for 
time and place of meeting for worſhip is God's ordinance , and 
if by Idolaters God's ordinances be abuſed, we may and muſt” 
rightly uſe them; bur not their inventions, which is falſe warſhip, 
they may as well ſay you muſt not pray, becauſe Idolaters pray, 
they abuſe the ordinance of God, but we are not therefore to 
leave it, but rightly to uſe it; to pray before an Image we muſt not 
ſo as they do, this is their invention, not commanded but forbid- 
den of God, but what an ignorance would it be to ſay or think, 
we 
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we may not therefore pray at all, becauſe ray? ſo we may not 
—_— a meeting place, — they — — come, —— 9 
of the clock, becauſe they uſe to meet at that time? Time and 
place for Gods worſhip , is Gods ordinance as well as worſhip it's 
ſelfe:Gods ordinarces abuſed we may rightly uſe, notwithſtanding 


mens inventions in God's worſhip thoſe we may not uſe, why doe 


not theſe people as well ſay they muſt not Pray in their houſes ?for 
what houſe is there which in the time ofPopery had not Idols wor- 
ſhipped in it? for preaching tor hire, wherewith they ſlander falſly 
honeſt Minilters,who ſeek their ſalvation rather than their goods, 
and this they raile upon them for, becauſe they receive that main- 
tainance which by the law is allowed them, and which Tithes if 
they did not receive, it were none of theirs , as you may ſee b; 
impropriations, neither ſhould they have it, if it were taken fron 
the maintainance of the Miniſters, as you may ſee in Wales,and in- 


. deed they have no right to it, for theſe 500 yeares if not more, 


they who have bought or ſold land, have done it at ſuch a price, 
as Tirhes are excepted , and not reckoned into the price, and 
therefore none was due to him chat buyes the land. Bur that which 
makes them thus clamor, ſbecauſe = pay Tithes , is upon this 
falſe ground, wherein they are deceived, thinking that if the Mi- 
niſters had it not, they ſhould enjoy it; whereas it would be 
more rigoroully and violently taken from them than now itis, 


as the example in Maler will manifeſt this I am willing to in- 


forme people of, who are ſo much for taking away Tithes from 
the Miniſters; but to raile at Miniſters for receiving maintai- 
nance ſor preaching the Goſpel, as your impudent prating wo- 
men doe, were they not ſhameleſſe, would know as the Apoſtle 
faith, it were a ſhame for them to take upon them to reach and 
preach to men, this is ſo contrary to the word of God, that ir 
direRly contradicts what the Apoſtle proves to be à duty to be 
done, as 1 Cir; 9. 14: and though he would not doe it at that 
time himſelfe, when the Goſpel was firſt 1 , that be might 
give no hindrance thereunto, (as be ſaith) giving that for the 
reaſon, yet he faith he had power to doe it, and it was ordained 
of God to be done in rhe times of rhe: Goſpel; as well as in che 
time under che Law ; but che truth is, althis-{ as I have ſaid)

is the Divels deviſe to make thoſe deluded people caſt off the Or- 
dinances of God, and heap up to themſelves teachers after their 
own luſts, and ſuch as will lead them on and encourage them to 
fulfil choſe luſts , a company of prating women, and ignorant 
men,making a noiſe as if they were fervent and zealous, ipeaking 
thoſe things they underſtand not , and the ſame things twenty 
times over again. Tlfough other things which they hold and are 
taught might be obſerved, and are fo by other men in their wri- 
tings, yet I will let them paſſe, and conclude with one doctrine 
which they are taught, which is moſt dangerous of all, and in- 
deed a damnable error, & therefore 1 deſire they may be delivered 
out of it, leſt by holding of it they periſh , that is, that they muſt 
not expect to be ſay'd by Chriſt's ſuffer ings at Feruſalem ſo many 
hundred yeares agoe, but by Chriſt's ſufferings within them, 
and by his work within them, which is nothing elſe but their own 
workes, which Chriſt workes in them, a Doctrine of Popery, and 
which they may well think the Prieſts and Jeſuits ( which it is 
known doe mingle themſelves amongſt them to be their teachers) 
have infufed into them , for were there any workes of ſanctifica- 
tion wrought by Chriſt in them, which never will be, before they 
be juſtified by his workes and ſufferings for them , yet the worke 
of ſanRincation cannot juſtify any man, they are the effect, and 
ſo the evidences of a man's being juſtified by faith in the death 
and ſufferings of the Lord Chriſt for us, but he that caſts a- 
way that, and doth not caſt his ſoule wholly upon it for juſtifi- 
cation, ſhall never be juſtified, nor ever be ſanctiſied; what are 
all the workes in us, or the righteouſneſſe of the beſt of men 
that ever were? no better for juſtification , than filthy raggs, 
dung and droſſe, ( as Paul ſaith of his own ) if you call, not 
your Souls wholly by faith upon Chriſt's ſufferings upon the eroſſe 
at Jeruſalem;where he bore our fins upon the tree, you ſhall ne- 
ver be cleanſed from finne , Hebrewes the g. chap : verſ: 12, 14, 
15. 26, 28: he it is that puts away ſinne by the ſacrifice of him- 
ſelfe for ſinne at Jeruſalem, and by offering hiniſelſe once to 


verſ: 24: having made it appeare how contrary their doctrines 
are to the word of God. I ſhall now ſhew you what their pre” 
| ile 


beare our ſinnes, by his bloud they are purged, 1 Per. 2 chap: 
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ctiſe is which would grieve any man who deſir ee 


hold, ſor it is fo far from the carriage chat becomes Chriſtiaus, that 
it is more like beaits then men, going one hy another, not ſo muen 
as looking upon a man, much lets ſhewing that reſpect which cour- 
teſy and civility requireth between men as men, but they goe by 
men rather as a bog, or a cow , then as a man: now how con- 


trary this is to the feripture, both in the commands thereof, and 


in the practiſe of the Saints, anſwerable to the commands of God; 


Iſhall ſhew; we are commanded co be Courtious, & to be amiable, — 


what courteſy, or what amiableneſſe is ſhewed in paſſing by one 
another in ſuch a manner as beaſts paſſe by a man, without ſpea- 
king to bim, without ſhewing che leaſt tellimony of lo ve, reſpect, 
or civility to him? you may ſay you have it in your bearta, though 
ou uſe not idle ceremonies toi expreſſe it; who: knowerh : 
eart but God alone? you are commanded to make it known to 
men, that love muiually may be increaſed, & that it may be known 
one to another, that you walke in love, and reſpect one another, 
wich cannot he done but by ſuch civill ceremonies, as accor- 


ding to the uſe ofthe Country where you live; it is exprelſed and 


manifeſted: So did Abraham to the Hivits a heathen nation, 125 


ing himſelfe down before them, to maniſeſt his civill reſpects to 
them, according to the uſe and euſtome of that Country; ſo did 
7 acob to profane Eſau, bowing himſelſe to the ground to him, 
and commanded his wives, and children, and ſerwants ta uſe the 


ſame ceremonies pf the Country. to hem their ræſ pacta tu bm a 
as ſoon as they came near him; ve are commanded im giying ho— 1 


nor to goe before one another, to be firlt;; hom. ſnall this be ex. 
preſſed . but by- uſing ſuch! geſtures arid carriages as are uſed 


where we live toſignify the ſame : we ate c dedagaid ent 
— ee e 
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-thoſe to whom the law gives it, as Tributes, Cuſtomes q or rents - 
are, it nuy be in time you will come to deny rents too, as well 
as honor and reſpe&where it is due, and ſay as the Levellers do, 
all things are common, and therefore we oe nothing to any 
man , for, the truth is, under the ſhew and vizard of religion, 
you carry on a Levelkng principle; It is expreſly commanded 
vou ſhall honour all men, that is, be alwayes ready to ſhew a 
' avill reſpect to all men, as man to man oughe to doe, you will 
ſay it may be to godly men we do ſo; and who is godly inyour 
account? but thoſe of your deſuded company, the very place , 
1 Pet: chap: 2: verſ: 17: confutes this diſtinction of yours: for 
there you are commanded to honor all men, and love the Brothers 
hood; fo that the command requires a civill reſpect to be affor+ 
ded to all men, though not of the Brotherhood 2 and choſe who 
are brethren in Chriſt to yeild to them a fpeciall love; many 
more expreſſe commands in ſcripture might be b t to con- 
demne this not only unchriſtian, but inumane and brutiſh be · 
haviour , of thoſe deluded people in their-converſatiow'amongſt 
men, bac theſe are ſufſicient; the examples of chetPropherts and 
Apoſties, and other Saints in the Old and new Teſtament; who 
alwayes walked according to theſe commands of Scripture will 
further ſhew their madneſſe , for à man to walke likes beaſt a- 
men, and think that religion, is madneſſe; Iduve inſtan- 
ced in two already, brubam the father of che ſuichſul, and aceb, 
even then when he came from wreſtling with God in prayert and 
teares upon that very oxcaſion, and was no doubt directed to 
ſerve providence in that way for the appeaſing of his brothers 
wrath and malice, -] ſhall adde Aaſen who malle obeiſance to 
his Father in Law,, as in Exodav 18 5 terſe. 7: how can there 
be examples brought ofqpep chat had moreimmediarecommuni+ 
on with God than qheſe hee ? yet this was their cohrriage to the 
conviction och deſuſion of the Quakers, who will 
yald Obeiſahte neither to. father nor mother: nordervants ro 
Maſters though they are aded to ſerve with fear and trem · 
bling; but cheycaſt the ſit Commmndmont out of the Tables , the 
practiſe oi chis deluded people, or they muſt . 
IS, 0 
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of the Apoſtles, who in their writings and ings were mme 
diatly guided by the boly- Ghoſt, eſpecially when they were 
brought before Rulers to anſwer for themſelves in thoſe times, ſor 
our Saviour tek them, ir ſhould then be given them what they 
ſhould ſay; Paul when he was before Feſtus and Agrippa, gives 

to Feſt that Title of honor, which was due unto his place, mot - 
noble Feſtus ;, I heare ſome of them ſay he did it becauſe he did 
him Juſtice, what a vaine and falſe eyafion is this? tarſt it he ſhould 
not have done right and juſtice is Paul, yet will that excuſe Par! 
for not doing right and Juſtice to him? but ic was ſo far from thar, 
that F. ſtus rather revil'd him before che company, and tould him 
he was mad, whereunto Paul made this anſwer : arid for do- 


ing him juſtice before , had not Paul appealed ro Ceſar, be 


would have ſentbim to Jeruſalem , from whence he was brought 
to prevent their murchering of him, who, it was known, had con- 
ſpired together to doe it, mark hat filly ſhifts they have to free 
their rude and uncivil behaviour , from the evident condemna- 
tion thereof by rhe praiſe of the Apoſtle, even to a heathen 
Magiſtrate, for giving Titles to thoſe to whom they are due, and 
doe belong, the Apoſtle there doth it to Agrippa, be doch nor ſay 
to them as thoſe Quakers uſe to doe, thou Feſfur, and thou 4- 
grippa, but moſt noble Feſt-v, and O King Agrippa, gives them 
the honor and the Titles that of right belong to their places 
and conditions, but this proud people ( for it ia pride that carieth 
tbem) they will doe no ſuch chings, to a King they will not give 
the Title of a King, but like the Pamphletere, thou Charles Stu- 
art : to a noble man, thou William Fines, thou Robert Rich, not 
Earle of Warwick : thou Phillip Wharton, not Lord Wharton, 
—— ſo to — ; —— by = Lawes of the land _— 
tles are as due unto them, as any la or goods the Quakers A 
are by law due to them; but the deſuſton render Level 7 
to make all things common, as at Munſter che Anabaprifts did, 
being led as they ſaid by the ſpirit within them, as theſe people 
pretend, and had they but once power in their hands and a Nan 
Leaden to lead them, they would be carried to the fame horrid a- 
ctings which thoſe people of Germany at laſt came unto, a thin 
worchily abhorred of all Chriſtendome; Fob» Litborno was à ma 
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like enough to have fitted their turne in ſtead of John of Lei- 


— den, when all things ſhall be accounted common, and no man ſhall 


have, any propriety in any thing, what difference between men 
and beaſts in a wilderneſſe, excuſe me though 1 doe upon occa- 
ſion reiterate, whereunto their deluſion is likely to proceed if 
not prevented in the beginning. Conſider againe for giving of 


- Titles to choſe to whom they belong and are due, the ſecond E. 


piſtle of John, be doth not write to her that was a Lady, thou 
Beſſe, or thou Anne, or thou ſuch a one, but he gives her the 


title due unto her, the elder to the elect Lady, and verſ: the 


5th, 1 beſeech thee Lady, the Apoſtle was not of your religion, 
neither indeed are you of his , are not you as much b. und to ſay 
to a Lord, my Lord, as he to a Lady, Lady? what are theſe ſanta- 
ſies, but proceeding from pride? denying others their right, that 
you may ſet up your ſelves, and make your ſe. ves equall with 


them, this is the bait the Divell leades you by. I will now pull off 


the vizard wherewith you pretend to juſtiſie this incivillity and 
unjuſt carriage of yours, not underſtanding the ſcripture, but 
perverting it to your own ends falfly, you ſay you mult reſpect 


no man's perſon, you will not apply this, as here ſoe ver it is u- 


ſed it is to be applied, for then it will not ſerve your turne; it 
is alwayes meant in giving judgment, in ſpeaking the truth 
when we are called ſo to doe, then we are not to reſpect mens 
perſons whether poore or rich, whether high or low, to draw us 
to ſpeake what is nntrue, in bearing witneſſe, or givifg falſe judg- 
ment in any caſe to pleaſe men whether poore or rich, Levit. 19. 


verſ. 15: ſo Fob 3 2 :the two laſt verſis: Elihu when he was to ſpeak 


and ſhew where the three friends ot Job had failed, and where 
Job himſelfe was to blame, he profeſſeth there, that with out re- 
ſpect of perſons of the one ſide or the other he would ſpeak the 
truth ſincerely, &no titles of flattery to any ſhould divert him from 
lo doing &cthat it is thus to be ed. the ſpeech ſeparate he 
uſeth and the occaſion thereof, in that place maks itmoſt apparent: 
ſo in James he reproves them, that humour and flatter the rich, 
and deſpiſe the poore, neither is to be done, and theſe ſcriptures 


| rightlynnderſtood , & rightly applyed according to the true ſenſe 


& meaning of them, which appears by what is handled where they 


are 


Rey 
are ſpoken, do not at all contradict thoſe commands in Scripture 
before —— give bhonor&Titles of. honor to thoſe to whom 
of right they belong. I will conclude with one place which will e- 
vidently ſhew how theſe deluded people erre from what God 
commandeth, Levit: 19 : verſ: the 32 : thou ſhalt riſe up before 
the hoary head, and honor the face of the old man, —— 
God, I am the Lord; ſee how this Commandment is cloſed up , 
that if they obey it not, they ſhew that they doe nor fear God, 
who bach lay'd this Commandment upon them; now theſe Qua- 
kers are ſo farre from regarding this Commandment ſo charged 
upon them, that they are ſo far from riſing up before, or honou- 
ring the face of the ancient by any expreſſion of reſpect ſhewed 
unto them, that they make themſelves rather to become that 
Judgment which God threatneth againſt a nation which he is 
diſpleaſed withall, in ſay: 3 : verſ: 5th: the child ſhall behave 
himſelfe proudly againſt the ancient, and the baſe, againſt the 
honourable , here is a perfect deſcription of theſe proud perſons 
in this time, and no man that obſerveth their carriage can deny 
it I ſhall obſerve another carriage of theirs or two, wherein 
the divell prepares them to caſt of God's Ordinances, to ſet up 
their own inventions, directly contrary to his commands, and 
withall to fit times and places for filthineſſe and Lewdneſſe, they 
will not hear a Miniſter ordained of God by the Apoſtles directi- 
ons, which is by the choiſe and election of the people, the charge of 
whoſe Soules he is to undertake, ſo it is appointed by the Apoſtle; 
ordaine Elders in every Congregation by the lifting up of hands, 
which was the manner of Electing and chooſing Miniſters ; now 
ſuch a one is a Viniſter of God called as he appointed by the A- 
poſtles in an ordinary way: thoſe who were extraordinarily cal- 
led, as Apoſtles, Prophets, Evangeliſts, theſe to make that ma- 
nifeſt, were endued with extraordinary gifts of working mira- 
cles, that it might appeare they were called and ſent of God; 
but Paſtors and Teachers were called in this ordinary way I 
bave ſaid, and that by direction of God delivered by the Apo- 
ſtles; theſe the Quakers will not hear, bur revile and diſturbe 
in the execution of their office, but a wandring man that will 
lay the ſpirit moves him to teach, although they know — 
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he is, & often it hath fallen out they have been Prieſts and Jeſuits, 
theſe they will hear and run after, and be deluded by;nay which is 
ſa expreſly againſt the command of God, as nothing can be more; 
they will Lifter impudent women to aſſume authority to preach & 
teach, as Goodwife Au. lland & others wbo run from their bouſes, 
and husbands and children, where they are commanded to ſtay 
at home, and impudently and ſhameteſly take upon them to 
preach in the congregations. Now I defire any that will nor be 
obſtinately blind, to conſider how directly contrary to what the 
Apoſtle commands irom God, this practiſe is, 1 Cor. 14. werſ: the 
34 35: Let your women keep filence in the Church, that is, in 
the congregation, for it is not permitted unto them to ſpeak , 
but they are commanded to be under obedience, as alſo ſaich the 
Law, and if they will learne any thing (that is,) if they have 
any doubt, let them aske their husbands at home, for it is a 
ſhame for a woman to ſpeak in the Church, then in the 37th 
verſe : he expreſly tels them, that this which he writes is the 
commandment of the Lord, and will you deluded people ſer up 
ſuch teachers, and run after them directly contrary to God's 
commandment? ſo in the 1 of Timothy: 2 chap: 11. aud 12:verfes: 
And let the women learne in ſilence with all ſubjection; But I 
ſuffer not a woman to teach or uſurpe authority over the man, 
but to be in ſilence, then ſhewes that by the Creation, this or- 
der and ſubjection of the woman to the man was to be obſerved; 
and a woman not to uſurpe authority to become a teacher pub- 
lickly and to men, a moſt impudent and ſhamefull =_ 
as the Apoſtle termes it, 1 Cor. 14. This is ſo apparent in thoſe 
two Texts of Scripture, that they know not what to ſay to it, yet 
ſomewould find out the moſt ridiculous ſhift that may be, to avoid 
this direct command, that is, that the Apoſtle doth not in thoſe pla- 
ces mean a woman, but the weakneſſe of man,whfch he cals a wo-

Thou ſayſt thou ſhalt proceed, to ſpeak ſomething of their Do- 
ctrines and practiſes, that every ſober Man might Conſider how 
Contrary they are to the word of God-which word, thou ſayſt, is 
ſure and endureth for ever and is given of God to be a light unto 
our feet · but ſayſt thou, the devils cheif aime &end is to make them 
Calt away this word of truth, as a dead letter. &c: and then teach 
them to be led by the ſpirit within them, and then ſayſt, when hee 
have brought them to this, hee hath fitted them ſor ali his damna⸗ 
ble deluſions, And then tels of Feltom ſtabbing the Dake of Backin- 
gham, And one being met with a Cord about bis middle & ſaid rhe 
ſpirit had ſent him to hang ſuch a Miniſter, &c: and of a baſe Tru}; 
thou tels on going to a mans bed, and of a maid that was per ſwa· 
ded to filthineſſe, and left them, and told a godly miniſter, And 
then ſayſt thou, ohſerve what this Doctrine of theirs produ- 
ceth when they muſi goe according Ar within them, and 
lay aſide the word of Cod, &c. „ a 10 

' Anſwer. Wee ſay to thees that inſtead oMpeaking our dor 
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ctrines which we own, and are taught, thou proceeds to ſpeak 
forth thy own lyes, and filthineſs, by which all ſober Nen, who 
teare the Lord and ſees thy lyes, may Conf:der , how Contrary 
thou art to the word of God, and to all righteouſneſſe, being as 
one given up to believe lyes, and to follow ſtrong deluſions, and 
to utter forth thy wickedneſs ſo Impudently and arrogantly , as 
it thou ſhould never be called to an account, ſor if thou had not 
ſer thy heart to Miſchieſe, and bent thy tongue like a bow for 
lyes, thou would bluſh , that Ever ſuch abom inable, loachſome 
deteſtable wickedneſſe, ſhould be ſent forth by thee ; which fil- 
thy wayes, wee deny from our hearts, yet wee are willing to be 
tryed , as to theſe things: if thou can prove that wee own ſuch 
filthyneſs as is Mentioned, doe it, or elſe they ſhall reſt as thy lyes, 
Name the Nan, with Cord thou tels on, and the Miniſter, and 
the Maid, and the other Godly Miniſter thou ſpeaks of, that 
people may know where to inquire , and Ceaſe ſlandering, for 
wee own no ſuch things, and wee have not caſt che word of 
God aſide, wee own it to be a light to our feet according to the 
Scripture; And wee own the word of truth: thou haſt quite miſt 
our doctrine, and baſt uttered forth thy own filthy broath, out 
of thy polluted veſſel; And this wee declare alſo, that wee own 
the ſpirit within, ( to wit ) the ſpirit of truth, which leads into 
all truth; but the ſpirit of God leads not into ſuch wayes, as thou 
tels on, for ſuch things come from the uncleane ſpirit , but as 
thou halt laid the Charge, wee may ſay, they come from thy wic- 
ked heart, that thou might caſt forth thy venome againſt the ſer- 
vants of the Lord, whe are guided by the ſpirit of truth, and 
likewiſe to perſwade people, that the doctrine were falſe, which 
directs to be led by the ſpirit within; Now wee ſay, what ever any 
be led unto, which is evill, who follow the Counſell of their own 
hearts, that is from the evill ſpirit, yet that doth not make voide 
the leadings of the ſpirit of truth - what becauſe theirs a wic- 
ked ſpirit, muſt therefore people follow no ſpirit,that is not ſound? 
William; for if any man have not the ſpirit of Chriſt ; hee is none 
of his, and none knowes the things of God truly and rightly, but 
by the ſpirit of God, nor none can underſtand the ſcriptures of 
truth, truly» or know the things that are there ſpoken of ſaving- 
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ly, but by the ſpirit of God which leads and guides into all truth, 
and reveales the deep things of God, and this is our doctrine, as 
bath often been declared; And they who are honeſt bearted, be- 
lieve it, and know it. and wee own the ſpirit of truth, and ſcri- 
pture alſo , and knowes that holy men ſpeak as they were Moved 
by the holy Choſt And ſo thy lyes we returne upon thy own 
head, and there let dhem reſt, Except thou repent, All thy height 
and Glory and wiſdome of the world, will not free thee from the 
Condemnation , which comes Juſtly from the Lord upon them 
who loves and makes lyes , and ſuch cannot enter into God's king- 
dome, Remember that, And therefore Repent whileſt thou haſt 
time, this is love to thy ſoule, and plaine dealing. ; 

Thou ſayſt, pag. 13: another doctrine of theirs is, that they 
care perfect, and without any ſinne, and ſayſt many have plea- 
ded it, as old Hix told mee Simon Tomſon did, and this thou 
goes about to Conſute, and make much adoe about it, for there 
are three or foure pages, and ſayſt it tends to Ranting, that 
nothing rhey doe is ſinne, except they think it ſo, and ſayſt there 
is a twofold Clenſing of finne , one is of the Guilt, of ſinne, and 
tin that way, thou ſaiſl, ſinne is not Imputed, the other is 
the power and operation of ſinne in your Mortall bodies, while

- Anſw:That many of us have pleaded, that we were perfect and 
without any ſinne, remaines for thee to prove, for old Hix de- 
nies that he told thee ſo of Simon Tefl, neither doe we ſay, 
that nothing which a man goth is fipre, except he think it fo, 
for we ſay according tothe <cripture,. char all unrighreouſneiſe 
is ſinne, and thy principle is kk: ranting. ? tha 1 pamees 
and operation of ſinne, muſt be in your mortall bodies while 
you live, and yet no guilt, is not this ranting? commit ſinne, while 
you live, yea the power ofit, and operation in you, and yet not 
guilty nor condemned? be not deceived, he that commits ſinge 


is a ſexvant of ſinne, and ſuch are free far righteouſneſle, and 
the wages of ſinne is death 3, and ſo thou ſpeaks man neh. 
thy own imagination, raiſing things of thy own, and then figh- 
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ting wich them,” wherein thou doſt but make worke for thy

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live, (and yet the guilt is taken away) and they believe it ſhall 
never be otherwiſe, bur ſhall live in ſinne, as long as they are 
here; and if any own the way of God, which is pure, and be 
borne of the ſeed imm ortall, and preſſe after perſection, andown 
it to be attainab e, in Chriſt Jelus,- Oh ſuch are of a 1 anting prin- 
ciple, ſay the proud and covetous, the y ars, and diſſemblirg 
bypocrites, of which number thou art found co be; for though tbe 
Scripture ſay, be that is borne of God, doth not commit ſinne, 
yet thou ſayſt, they may, or doe commit finne, whereby thou 
ſhewes tb\.ignorance, that thou knawes not the borne of God, 
yet ſaith thou the blood of (hriſt cleanſeth from all fone, but 
its like, thou looks for no ſuch thing, while thou lives, ſinne muſt 
live, and have its operation in thee, in power, as long as thou art 
here, tell thee of owning perfection, or the borne of God, that 
is not for thy purpuſe, they are deluders in thy account, but thou 
art farre enough from that, and bke to be, it ſeemes, as long as 
thou lives; where is the place or, where is the time of cleanbng, 
no uncleane thing enters into Gods Kingde me, and thou lives 

in ſinne, and it in thee in power as long as thou lives; now what 
place between theſe, is for the cleanſing, and what time? art 
thou not Papiſticall, of the opinion of the Friars and Prięſts, thou 
told of, for a purgatory; but the Saints knew cleanſing, and that

Thou ſayeſt, page the 18. there is another deluſion, which 
entertaine, (ſo thou accounts to own perfection, is a deluſion} 
that it is unlaw ſull to ſweare at all, and thou ſayſt, its contrary, 
to the practiſe of the Saints, and contrary to Gods comma nd, 

and ſayſt thou will Anſwer the places, which they bring for it, 
and ſayſt, its ou ignorance or wilfulneſſe, to imagine, that our 
Saviour God bleſſed over all, the onely lawgiver,would interpret 
his law in this place(viz. AAat ib. 5.) otherwiſe then ſtands with his 


own commands in other places, &c. Anſw: 
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'- Anſiv: We may expect co be called deluders by thee, when 
thou accounts that, to own the very command of Chriſt, is de- 
luſion, and for thy bringing in thoſe that ſwore, as foſeph, and 
Abraham, and others; and the commar ds, thou brings in, we 
fay we did not deny thoſe places, nor that choſe men did ſo, 
that is not the thing in queſtion» whether they ſwore'or not, 
thou doſt but make worke for thy ſelfe. that thou may be taken 
in the worke of thy; own hands, for thoſe things are anſwered, 
Chriſt ſaich, Matt h- 5. 33. again ye have heard, that it 
have been ſud, by chem of old time, thou ſhalt not 'forſwear 
thy ſelſe, but ſhall performe unto the Lord thine oaths, but I ſay” 
unto you, ſweare not at all: now its confeſt, them of old time 
ſwore, foſeph ſwore, Abraham ſwore, but ſaith Chriſt , I ſay 
unto you, ſweare not at all- And thou that calls owuing this 
Doctrine, deluſion, and ſayſt, it came from the Anabaptiits of 
Germany: we may beate thy flanders, and account it our joy, 
when we are evill ſpoken of, tor owning the doctrine of Chriſt: 
and what if the Anabaptiſts ſid ſuch a thing, is it therefore falſe? 
we own it, becauſe it is the doctrine of Chriſt: and that in fames 
5. 1 2. thou paſſeth by very lightly, and doth but make a ſnew of 
a thing. and ſayſt it bach the ſame ſenſe, when thou haſt been 
labouring, to wreſt the words of Chriſt, that though he ſaid, 
ſweare not at all, yet its a deluſion with thee to own it; which 
is but thy own imaginations, and ames faith plainly, but above 
all things my brethren, ſweare not, neither by heaven, neither 
by earth, neither by any other oath, but let your yea be yea, and 
your nay nay, leſt. you fall into condemnation; here the Apo-' 
{tle owned the Doctrine of Chriſt, and if this be deluſion in thy 
account, we can beare thy reproaches; Now we doe not denie 
to beare witneſſe in any matter, being therefore lawtully called, 
for by the mouth of two or three witneſſes, every word ſhall be 
eſtabſiſned: but ſhew us, where ever any that were brought, or 
came before Judges, or Magiſtrates, to beare witneſſe, throughout 
the Scripture, that they were required to ſweare, or elſe their 
witneſſe was void, its true that many bore witneſſe; but ſhew 
a a command in Scripture, that they muſt give in their teſtimony 
before a Magiſtrate upon oath ;- And yet, if it had been ſo in

other oath» Now ſayſt thou, can any imagine, that Chriit 
would interpret, his law in this place otherwiſe , then ſtands 
with his own command in other places? we fay there were ma- 
ny things which were commanded, which had their time, and 
then ceaſed , and the Scripture faith, there is verily a diſanulling 


of the Commandement going before, for the weakneſſe and un- 


profitableneſſe thereof, tor the Law made nothing perfect, but 
the bringing in of a better hope did, Heb. 7. 1 8, 19. Now thou may 
ſee, ſome Commandements was diſanulled, and many things as the 
prieſthood Jwhich was commanded, the prieſthood was changed & 


Circumciſion which was a command, and other things which had 


their time & was fulfilled, & now its neither Circumciſion nor Un- 
circumciſion but anew creature, And ſoconcerningſwearing, Chriſt 
ſaid, it was ſaid of old time performe thy oaths; but I ſay unto you, 
ſwar not at all, & Chriſts Doctrine, we do own, &denies thy deluſion. 

Thou ſayſt pag. the 25. thou will come to another device of 


Sathan, whereby he indeavours to bring them to caſt of all or- 


dinances, and to ſeperate themſelves, as thoſe who Jude ſpeaks 
of, not having the ſpirit, they muſt nor, ſay they, come into 
ſteeple Churches, but they will creep into houſes, they muſt 
not have prieſts, which they ſay, preach for hire, becauſe — 
take their maintenance which the law gives them, and then ſay

what ground have they for this? theſe Churches have been abu -

thou utters forth one falſe accuſation after another , but ſayſt

ſinging in rime and Meeter (drunkards and ſwearers, proud and 
covetous) that which were the Saints condition, which they 
who live in deceit are out off, and fo finging not with grace, nor 
underſtanding, and ſeverall other things there practiſed, but we 
doe not deny the ordinances of God, but own prayer, and prea- 
ching, and the true worſhip which is in ſpirit ; . And for thy ſay- 
ing we ſlander honeſt Miniſters, who ſeek our falvation, rather 
then our goods; this is thy ſlander, for we doe not ſlander honeſk 
Miniſters, nor the prieſts, but ſpeaks the truth to them, _ . 
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© . themiplainly;but for ſeeking our falvation rather then our goods;

prieft, be a Teltimony againſt cheſe , that they ſeek the good 
rather then the ſalvation, - yea, and rather ruinates many poore 
fgmilies{who knowing chem to be deceivers, cannot pur into their 
mouthes )chen ſeeks their ſalvation, and many bad examples they 
have ſhewed in priſoning mens perſons, and cauſing peop'es 
goods to be taken from them, which-ſhewes they ſecke the goods 
more then the ſalvation of the people, And. as for Tythes being 
excepted when people buy their land, prove in their conveyances, 
that there are ſuch exceptions; It is plain, that Tythes is paid 
of the increaſe, which may be little or much, nothing at all if a 
man will not plow, their will be no ſheafe or corne, and -chis a 
man may doe without a tranſgreſſion of the law of the Land, 
ifhe will, how then is their an exception, and any man bound by 
his writings, or in them, to pay ſo much Tythes, but as touching 
that particular, both how tythes came in, and who they were that 
fer them up, and towhar end; And alfo how contrary to equi- 
ty and truth, they are now ciaymed by the Prieſts, we referre to 
a Book Entitled, The great caſe of Tythes, truely ſtated, clearly 
opened, and fully reſolved , by A. P. Printed for Giles Calvert; 
And in the meane while, we demand of thee; to prove one ex- 
ample of che Miniſters of Chriſt Jeſus, ſince the Prieſthood was 
changed, that ever claimed, or tooke tythes of the e, 
ſhew us it by the Scripture, and if thou canſt not ceaſe thy flan- 
dering, for we doe deny them who abides not in the Doctrine 
of Chrift; and ſuch Prieſts whe rend and teare mens Eſtates, and

Graſs, upon the houſe tops, which withereth afore it Growerh 
up, wherewith the Mower fillech not his hand, nor hee that bin- 
deth ſheaves his boſome, neither doe they which go by, ſay, the 
blefling of the Lord be upon you; wee bleſs you in the name of 
the Lord; they that went by, did not ſay to to them, were they 
then to flatter tbem, and uſe vaine Complements unto them, the 
Saints denyved the Cuſtomes and faſhions of the world which were 
vaine; And it chou were a Prince, and hate Zion, the Lord will 
powre Contempt upon thee, and Cauſe thee to wander in the 
wilderneſs, yet ſetteth hee the poore on high, and makes him 
families like a lock; And in all that, thou haſt ſpoken or written 
thou brings not in, one Command, to prove your vaine Inven.. 
tions and traditions, but wreſts and turnes, and ſaith, it muſt be 
by Geſtures and Civill Ceremonies according to the uſe of the 
Country, this is but thy deceit ſull Covering, ho would be flat- 
tered, but proves not any Command or Example for your high- 
way Cuſtomes, and vaine flattering Complements which ſhewes 
but thy vaine mind, that would have thy perſon reſpected, and 
would be ſet up, and ſeeks honor.

to be a truth, and that of Foxes witchery by his bracelet, the 
Gentleman is likely to ſtop your mouthes by his proving of it; 

Let reaſonable and underſtanding nien but conſider the 

thing it ſelfe, and the manner of acting of it, and it will clear- 
ly appeare not to proceed from the holy ſpirit of God; but from 

that uncleane and impure ſpirit, for as was evident by ſome 
that came out of the north into Wales to Wrexham, beſides their 
molt falſe doctrines, that they were perfect and without fin;and 
doctrines of Arminians ; univerſal redemption , free will, 
— from grace, that all men had the ſeed of God in them, 
and that at the firſt look they could know a hypocrite from a 
Saint; and ſuch like falſhoods, which are uſual with them; when 

they meet together, and had ſate a good whiie ſilent, then one or 

more would tall down with ſuch a terrifying quakeing, and ſha- 

king in all their bodies and joints, with ſuch ſtrange ſwellings 

in their bellies and bowels ſuch ſcreeking and howlling, and to 

loud, that not only thoſe preſent were terrified, but the very 

dogges barked at it, and ſwine cryed is this likely to come 

trom the ſpirit and power of God? or to.be (as you would cloake 

it ) a trembling at bis word? when they ſate ſilent and heard no 
word at all before this divelliſh device began;nay more than this, 
it is ſaid that in this theire. quakeing fits, (beſides the diſtorted po- 
ſtures of their bodies & Limbes, -) the uncleane ſpirit { for ſuch 
unſeemly and brutiſh actions could proceed from no other, no not 
from man himſelfe, being bimſelfe) made them when they lay up- 
on the ground to purge upward and downward moſt ſhamefully. 
Would any ( but ſuch as you are) own ſuch things to come from 
God's ſpirit ? the like was never heard on in Scripture , but for 
Scripture you care little, and for your ſhift to cover ſuch unhu- 
mane actions and geſtures withall , by calling it a trembling at 
God's word, it is done when no word is ſpoken, done by chil- 
dren that the word works not upon; as I have hard of a chi'd of 
Wag ftaffes in Banbury (as I remember ) who lay in this manner

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in my towne and my houſes, : which by right they could no fon-; 
ger doe then I pleaſed, and wit hall going about to ſer up mee- 
tings that their falſe teachers might have opportunity to ſeduce 
them more, and draw in others to them, and appointing their 
meetings in the night about ten of the Clock, to the diſturbance 
of the reſt of the Towne,and a thing of evill report, and of oppor- 
tunity given to Sathan for his temptations, as I have formerly 
ſnewed, and therefore forbidden, and by the cuſtomes of this na- 
tion ( as is well known) not to be ſuffered,] hereupon gave them 
warning that they ſhould provide for themſelves ele where, for 
they ſhould not continue longer in my Towne nor in my houſes, 
alſo becauſe they would keep their unſeaſonable meetings, at 
ſuch times contrary to the Law, as the Bell ringing at 8 of the 
clock ſheweth ; 1: deſired a Juſtice of the Peace to call them 
before him, and to reſtraine them from that diſorderly courſe 
in the Towne, they coming to appeare before him, ſhewed ng 
reſpe& as to a Magiſtrate, which is their Cuſtome, and when he 
required them to give ſecurity to 22 at the Seſſions, they 
would not doe it, but abſolutely reſuſed, whereupon they were 
ſent to the Goale, as any man upon ſuch refuſall is to be; this 
was Potter and Tompſon, now Geodman railtr, who perſecuted theſe 
men? If any man will commit a fault, and when he hath done, 
ſtout it out againſt the Magiſtrates, before whom he is brought, 
and therefore be ſent to the Goale — Magiſtrate, is he that 
accuſeth him, or witneſſeth the truth againſt him, to be called a 
perſecutor? and for putting them out of my houſes, had there 
not been ſo juſt an occaſion to move me to doe it, as they gave 
me, yet may I not doe with mine own what I think beſt? giving 
them time enough to provide themſelves, and Tompſon was 
bound in a bond (which 1 have) to leave the houſe when his mo- 
ther died, being but a part and peice of that Cottage which 
bis mother had, and which with the reſt his brother now hath, 
being but one Cottage, and here who would not laugh at the 
foolery whichhe ſets down? bat I for my profit lay houſ to houſe, 
this was the ſame houſe and a new erected Cottage which ought 
to be pulled down, but I laid it to the ſame whereof it was a 
peice before , and that to my diſprofit, if I would have taken 
| rent 
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rent for it, as I might, the houſes are let as they were before elſe 
it were not a diſprofic to me, but to men that will ſerve God 
with me; Then he ſaith, I brake my promiſe, which is moſt falſe, 
I think he ſpeaks of Moodſield the Miller, a weak man alwaies, and 
eaſily deluded > but (L hope) honeſt according to his knowleds, 
I mT wiſh he would harken to ſound Doctrine, and be gui- 
ded b 

— promiſe unto him, but that if he would continue to 
me ſuch a ſervant as he was, I never intended to put him away, 
and it was my intention; but when his wife who was one that 
followed Cop formerly had drawn him to theſe fancies. (which he 
at firſt deſired me to draw her off from) then he cannot but re- 
member that I told him, that if he would not ferys God with me 


in his publick worſhip, it was not fic for me to keep him my ſer- 


vant, he ſaid, T would not make him goe againſt his conſcience; 
I told him ſuppoſe his conſcience ſhould be to goe to the Maſſe, 
and worſhip Images, and turne a Papiſt, would it be fit for me 
to keep him my ſervant ? He anſwered he would die rather 


then doe ſo; I anſwered my conſcience was cleare he oughr 


no more to refuſe the worſhip of God,which he did now refuſe, 
and therefore if he would not worſhip God with me, he mult 
not be my ſervant, which if he would have continuedas he was 


he ſhould have been, and other promiſe I never made him; and 
whereas this fellow ſait h, I did it becauſe he would not yeild to 


my pride in putting off his hat to me, it is no newes to ſee them 
lie, if you looke over all his railings, for this is ſuch a lie, that 


Woodfeild after he was gone (coming to me upon ſome occaſion) 


did uſe that civility which theſe men that turne themſelves into 
beaſts will not doe, which I care no more for, then to fee a Bull 
or an Oxe to goe by me with his hornes upon his head, onely I 
confeſſe ic grieves me for their ſakes, to ſee how the Devill de- 
ludes them to draw them to caſt off humanity.

e word of God rightiy expounded unto him; I never 
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ſuffered, and why, being one day in Newton feild, there was 
this Tompſon and Knowles, and as ] came by them, they would 
neither looke, nor ſhew any reſpe& befitting men, thereupon . 
1 ſaid unto them, will you be ſo vncivill as to carry your ſelves 
more like beaſts then men? Towpſon flies out preſently into 
railing, and cals me, thou perſecutor, and many ſuch like rermes 
and ſpeec hes he uſed; tben the other ſtanding by, I asked him, 
wherher he would carry himſelfe like a beaſt? he to my face 
ſaid, thou lieſt, then which a greater provocation could not be 
given, My Sonne Ric hard Fines beir;g neer, and ſeeing their 
inſolency, and baſe carriage, went to Tompſon, and pulling off his 
bar caſt it upon the ground; whereupon he called him a thiete 
and one that ſtole his goods, I was glad he let him alone, and re- 
venged not himſelfe upon him for his inſolency; theſe things be- 
ing done by ſuch kind of people, I thought it was fit ſome exam- 
ple ſnould be made of their inſolent proud behaviour, that others 
might not be encouraged to doe the like, but rather heare and 
| feareand not dare to grow to the like inſolent behaviour, There- 
fore I deſired a Juſtice of the peace to heare it, and the proofes 
of it, and then to proceed according to the order made againlt 
provoking language to prevent Due's, which is, :f 4»y hall xſe 
ſuch language except they acknowledg it and give ſatisfattion, they 
are to be ſent tothe houſe of correction, They were (theſe things be. 
ing proved) required to give in band to appeare at the Seſſions, 

they refuſed we ſo,and were ſent to the Gaiole, when the Se- 
ſlions were, theſe things being proved, they were according to 
the Order, ſent to the houſe of correction, fined a ſmall fine, and 
enjoyned by the Order of the Bench to make their ſubmiſſion 
to me, and aske me forgiveneſſe, when they were at the houſe of 
correction they would not worke; the maſter told them if they 
would not worke they muſt be whipped, not for what they had 
done- to me, but becauſe they refuſed to work there, And thar 
he mult doe, thereupon Tompſen at jaſt obeyed the orders of the 
houſe, and was not medled with, but the other proud ſtubborn 
boy would not, and thereſore was whipped, it was ſufficient to me, 
that ſuch intollerable pride and inſolency ſhould not be ſuffered, 
as if we lived under no Law or Government, but like a compa-

ny df beaſts in a wilderneſſe, and this would have been an ex- 
ample,had it not been puniſhed according to Law, to encourage 
every proud boy to grow inſufferable: for their ſubmiſſion to me, 
and asking me forgiveneſſe, I ſent to the Bench and deſired they 
might not be kept in any longer, for that though they would not 
doe it, the making thefe inſolent companions know that they, 
and their fellowes were under Authority was that which I { for 
example ſake) looked after; now let goodman Qualer fee where 
he will finde his perſecutor, either his William Fines, or the Law, 
or the Juſtices of the Bench; I am the longer in laying open 
the truth of theſe matters of fact, that my neighbours that ſhall 
read his lies and ſlanders, and my anſwer, may ſee how little cre-

houſe, becauſe my ſervants being called before a Magiſtrate to 
reſtifie the truth upon their Oathes, take an Oath, which they 
are both by God and man in ſuch a caſe: bound to doe; I have 
now ſhewed his railing, about perſecution, his judgments de- 
nounced which is uſually with them as often as their railing 
ſpirit is ſtirrd; and I have ſhewed that there is no ground at all 
for it, more then to ſay, he is a perſecutor that brings a man to 
be puniſhed for what he deſerves ». and which by his own fault 
he brings upon his own head; for whited wall and painted ſepul- 
chre, he will have that made good, and chargeth me wich it, 
becauſe I act and live contrary to my profeſſion; he ſhould 
prove that in ſome — but ſor my walking accordin 
to the rule of Gods word, which the ſervants of God ſhoul 
keep themſelves unto, and their caſting that rule from them, 
that they may walke according to the light within them, and 
the voice and ſpirit within them , which ( not tryed by the 
word) is nothing but their own fancies and the Divels deluſi- 
ons; this I wilt leave to the judgment of thoſe who knowes us 
both, and our converſations, and that word of truth which ſhall 
judg us at the laſt day. Next he quarrels that I ſay, that Tpers 
| $M ſecute 
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ſecute not them, bat their pride , and other ſinnes and the Divell 
therein, here he begins with railing as all along, and then thinks 
to get a great advantage by asking, whether the Divell was im- 
priſentd? or whipped ? ignorant or wilfull man ! cannot it be 


aid that the ſinnes proceeding from the Devil are reproved and 


perſecuted , when thoſe men are reproved and perſecuted , in 
and by whom he acts them? he might as well have taken this ex- 
ception, againſt what our bleſſed Saviour ſaid, when he reproved 
the working of Sathan in Peter, get thee behind me Sathan, was Pe- 
ter Sathan? was it Sathan that ſpoke to our Saviour? this he might 
as well aske , as » was it Sathan that was whipped? here ſee the 
weakneſs or malice of the man; my deſire was to ſhew.thar I ha- 
red their pride & inſolency that came from Sathan, not their per- 
ſons, which I would uſe meanes to bring out of Sathans power if I 
could: for Munſter buſineſs,as in the reſt be doth think it enough to 
ſay it is falſe; but let any underſtanding man read it, as it is laid 
down in the 1 oth chapter of Sleyden, and he will ſee ( as I have 
ſaid ) the principles the fame; and were it in your power, the 
iſſue would be the ſame , when you have 4 7ohn of Leiden to car- 
ry you on; you gee by the ſpirit within you, by the voice with- 
in you, by revelations and inſpirations, as you will make them, and 
ſo did thoſe people in Germany untill they were deſtroyed, and 
called themſelves the ſervants of God as highly, and as much as 
you poore deluded people doe, when I expreſs my deſire to bring 
them from their error and del uſions into the way of truth, that 
cannot be endured, then he railes upon me, which ſneweth who 
they are that cannot endure wholſome doctrine, but heap up to 
themſelves teachers that will not gainſay their luſts, but lead them 
on in them; now he would ſne my winding and turning, but ſo 
fooliſhly and falſly, as any man may diſcover; for he would draw 
it out of this that now I ſaid, at firſt the Devill began with raot- 
ing, but I ſaid before, he began with the trick of Quaking, both 
is true, before theſe Quakers came in play, he carried on his 
divelliſh worke by Ranters; when he ſaw that grew odious, then 
he ſer up theſe Quakers,and with them began this trick of Quake- 


ing; what curning or winding is in this ? your mouth, may he 


ſtopped , now; he ſeemes to be mightily offended, ſaying that 
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I charge them with ranting,be ſhewes not what I ſaid thereof,but 
like the old Dragon caſts out a Sea of railing againſt me for falſe 
accuſing, & that I ama Ranter, & ſuch like, in my principles &they 
beare witneſs againſt ranting lwiſh they be not in the end drawn 
to their practiſes, hen they own this, that, they are without ſin, ſo 
that in the end nothing they do will be ſin; & therefore they may 
do any thing. Thar one falſe principle that they are without any 
ſin, is likely to make way for the Devill to draw them on to the o- 
ther, this is all I have ſaid, &yet not in this place, but that you may 
ſee the Quakers and Ranters do not altogether diſagree in their 
principles, & therefore, it is to be feared they may at laſt concen- 
ter together. In a book ſet forth by Fox & Nayler their extraor- 
dinary Prophets, called a word from the Lord, & printed 1654. 
5 13. they ſpeak a word to the Ranters, & tell them that they 
had a puer convineement, ſo (it ſeems) they approve oftheir prin- 
ciples,if they had keept to them; let theſe men take heed what this 
may come unto in the end, if they go upon the ſame principles. 
Next he railes on me for ſhewing their Mortification to be no 
other then a vollutary humility, as che Apoſtle cals it, in the Call. 
2: not a humility commanded by God at all, but _ coming 
from their own fancies, and therefore ſets up the fleſh, as the 
Apoſtle faith, comming from the fleſh, and becauſe ] ſhew it to 
be a foolery , to place humility in not wearing band-ſtrings, and 
and laces, and ſuch like, which God never commanded to be laid 
aſide to ſhew humility; therefore he ignorantly, ( or purpoſely to 
ſerve his turne ) will underſtand it, as if I intended it was a foolery 
to weare ſuch things, when the meaning is that they be, and all 
ſuch things are fooleries, when the forbearing of the uſe of them 
is made a Teltimony of humility and Mortification, when pride 
is thereby more ſhewed, than humility , as in the Popiſh begging 
Friars and prieſts; his anſwer to this of their humility and morti- 
fication , ſhewed in laying aſide ſuch things, which indeed are 
fooleries , when made ſuch a uſe of as to teſtify humility which 
God never appointed, and therefore of the Apoſtle Called will- 
worſhip comming from the fl ſh , is very ſimple perverting w hat is 
ſpoken, to a clean contrary ſenſe, that he might ſeeme to make 
an anſwer beſides his railing ; and becauſe the begging Friars 
herein doe goe beyond them, he conſeſſeth they ſhewed much 
bumility, but in deceit he ſaith, and there is ſame deceit 
L in 
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(82) 
in this of theirs, for it is apparent by all their other cariages, that 
there is not a prouder generation amongſt men, than they 
thereby ſnew themſelves to be, this is true, let them raile, as he 
doth if there did appeare in you a meek and quiet ſpirit, inſtead 
of your railings and judging men, which will bring Judgment u- 
pon you, as, your Saviour faith when he forbids it, this would te- 
itify your humility, and witneſs it much more, than your not 
weareing lacesand band-ſtrings, which is nothing but a foolery , 

laughed ar. ; 22 
His railirig, reviling, and falſe accuſing, which is in every an- 
ſwer of his I leave, and caſt away as the barkeing of a mad 
dogg, and I will come to the matter it ſelſe, whereby this falſe 
accuſing will appeare; he ſaitb, that 1 diſcovering the Divels car- 
rying on of his deſigne by theſe Quakers, doe ſay that it is mani- 
feſt he makes uſe of many Jeſuits ard Prieſts , who under other 
formes and profeſſions mingle themſelves with them, and become 
their reachers; here the man would find out a deviſe to ſhew his 
wit , but thereby diſcovereth a kind ot fooliſh deviſe to Cloak 
the buſineſs , which he doth not plainly deny , he faithif it be 
manifeſt, I muſt prove it, if I doe not prove it, then I conceale 
Traytors; I wiſh I could as eaſily catch them, and bring them 
ſorth, as I can prove it; Then it would quickly appeafe lam no 
favourer of peſuits and Popiſh Prieſts; it is ealy to prove and 
make it manifeſt, that ſubtle toxs have crept into the flock, and 
deſtroy d the Lambes, and done miſcheife; but not ſo eaſy to 
take them, for when they have done that which they came for, 
they runne away, and hide themſelves in their holes and dens, as 
theſe doe, returning beyond Sea to their peſuiticall Collidges, 
or hiding themſelves heare under ſome mecanick trade, (as hath 
been ſeen ) untill they have opportunity again to carry on their 
work for which they are ſent, I wiſh with all my heart the Ma- 
giſtrates did more ſtrictly ſearch after them then they doe; for 
ſome that have come from beyond Sea doe ſay, there are ſo ma- 
ny come over to carry on this deſigne, that their Colledges are 
much emptied thereby; and he that ſhall read what the Fefaire 
Perſons, and the reſt of them reſolved, and what Camponcila ad- 
viſed the King of Spaine , ſhall perceive what they think to be 
apa wer 
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the only deſigne, to bring this Kingdome againe to their religion, 
that is, to cake all advantages to breed, and carry on diviſions, 
and diſtractions amongſt us, and therefore they greatly imbrace 
this opportunity to increaſe, and carry on thete {imple people in 
their deluſions to oppoſe Magiſtraſy, and Miniſtery, and all Go- 
ſpel Ordinances; calling them outward carnal ſormes, which 
are to be laid aſide; this pleaſeth theſe Jeſuits very highly, e- 
ſpecially when they may with all have opertunity (as they have) 
to Jeaven them with their own falſe doctrine by teaching a- 
mongſt chem; now to ma nifeſt that theſe doe mingle themſelves, 
amongſt the Quakers, Anabaptiſts, and ſuch like erronious ſe- 
| duced people, and are ſent for this very purpoſe. Thar ſtory 
of the converted few , as was pretended, or named the falſe 
ew, will evince it, ſent from Rome on purpoſe by his own con- 
teſſion, from the Pope and the peſuits; another evidence of it is, 
ot a man that came to Briſtol being to goe over into Ireland, one 
of the Society of Prieſts or eſuits, he comming to one of bis ac- 
quaintance there, told him, he with two more of his ſect, bad 
been with theſe Quakers, and that he had preacht amongſt them 
at leaſt thirty times, and this proves it ſufficiently -that they are 
their teachers; and whereas this fellow, it is likely, will give me 
the lye herein, 1 have heard that it will be proved by the man of 
Briſtel upon his Oath , that this Popiſh-Prieſt when he went in- 
to Ireiand told him fo, and withall warned him to take heed how 
he medled with them, for ( it ſeemes) having been amongſt 
them, he found their blaſphemous tenents ſo much to be abhor- 
red (as indeed they are, when they ſpeake them our and cloake 
them not deceiptfully) that they were much worſe than thoſe of 
the Papiſts, though they be bad enough. 9550 : 
In the next place he railes, which Idifp-ſe,, being known to be 

falſe, becauſe; I ſay they carry away the ſimple people with this 
bait of che Divell,chat they ought to ſhew no reſpec to any high 
or low, Magiſtrate, Miniſter, Parent, or Maſter,and fo caſt the ih 
Comandment out ofthe Tables. I need not prove thisfor they th 
ſelves in all their carriages to men, of allſorts do make it mansfel.? 
be ſaich, they own Magiſtracy, hut what. magiſtragy ſuch as they 
will ſay, doe juſthy and rule _ God, every Magiſtrate ſhould doe 
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ſo, but if he faile in bis duty as you ſhall judge, then you will 
not, own him and let him doe what he will, yet you teſtify not 
owning of him as a Magiſtrate, by any reverence in word or ge- 
ſture expreſſing the ſame ; all men ſee and know your carri- 
age to be ſuch ; but the Scripture commands you to be obedient 
ro every ordinance of man for the Lord's fake , if Magiltracy be 
choſen of men, (as they may be, ) you are to be Obedient to them 
in Obedience to God, for he hath appointed them to be ſo cho- 
ſen, and that whether ir be to the King,who is ſupreame , or 
thoſe who are under him and appointed by him , this you doe nor 
any way expreſs in word or geſture; and the Apoſtle commands 
ſervants to be obedient to their Maſters aſter the fleſh, yea if 
they be not Believers, ſo long as they are urder the yoak of ſer- 
vice being ſervants to them, they mult obey, and that with feare 
and trembling for conſcience fake , doe you Quakers carry your 
ſelves towards your Maſters ſo, though they be godly men? wbich 
you ſhould do,were they but carnal men ther the fleſh: in ſtead 
of feare, trembling , and expreſſing all reverence in words and 
geſture, you tho them, clap on your hat before them, fit 
down by them at the table, when our Saviour tels you, you ſhould 
wait upon your Maſter untill he had eaten, and then fit down af- 
terwards, how contrary to the expreſs commands of the ſcri- 
ptures are all your carriages towards your ſuperiours and Ma- 
ſters? and for your children, how doe you breed them up ? to 
thou Father and Mother, to ſhew reſpect and obeiſance to nei- 
ther in word or behaviour; how doth this ſhew forth the Fndg- 
ment of God upon a Nation? as it is faid in Iſaiah the 3 d chapter, 
when the beyes and children ſhall behave themſelves proudly aga.nft 
the ancient, and the vile and baſe riſe up againſt the honeurable , If 
this be not the caſting away the 5th Commandment- with all the 
icripture expoſitions upon it. let every underſtanding man judge? 
Now he comes to excuſe their great Teacher Fox of his witch- 
craft manifeſted in the Bracelet, and cannot but confeſs that this 
report hath gon about of him, but as his uſuall anſwer is, he ſaith, 
it is a lye, and then followes his coarſe of railing, afterward aſ- 
keth who the Gentleman is, and his wife and the Maid, and where 
they dwell, it may be thoſe men who, he ſaith· have ay it, 
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have alſo told where they are, but he may know they dwell not 
farre from London, and it may be heſhallKaviv it is no lie, bur 
will be proved to his face and Fox alſo, to tile ſhame: He comes 
again to the Quaking trick, whereby Sathan carries on bis deluſi- 
on, intending at firſt to make people think, God manifeſted his 
preſence at their meetings, and railes upon me for — was 
poſſeſſion, witchery or cheating. I have before anſwered this, and 
ſhewed by ſufficient proofe and witneſſe, that there was poſſe- 
ſſion and witchery in the buſineſſe, and ſuch abominable unſeem- 
ly and inhumane carriage, and practiſes in it, as could not proceed 
from the holy ſpirit of God: and whereas he faith Ralph Farmers 
book is anſwered, and proved to be lies, and then railes againſt 
the miniſter that wrote it: He that reads this or any of their books 
and anſwers may eaſily ſee what vaine idle anſwers they make, 
conſiſting of railing, and ſhifts, and fooliſh evaſions, not coming 
directly to anſwer any argument. as in that booke of Mr Farmer 
any rational man may clearly ſee in their anſwers to the queries, 
and to Mr Godwin and Mr-Nyes Articles of faith: and for that 
book of Mr Farmer, he that will read it ſhall ſee proved out of 
their own writings ſuch horrid blaſphemies, and opinions carried 
on deceit ſully, at firit, to ſtrangers whom they would ſeduce, 
but openly enough to thoſe whom they had gained and might 
ſpeak all their curſed opinions plainly unto, that truly it is a grief 
to me to read, and no true Chriſtians but would deteſt and ab- 
horre, it may be I ſhall ſet down ſome of them, needing no 
proof but coming from themſelves, and their own writings, 
and the depths of Sathan are not yet fully to be opened by them, 
therefore for a time they would Cloak them over with ambigu- 
ous language which may deceave the ſimple: for that Goodwife 
Aaler or Audland as be calls her, what ſhe was is well known at 
Bambury and how impudentiy ſhe took upon her, to bea teacher 
to men which the Apoſtle ng A faith it is a ſname 
for. any woman fo to doe, but that is all one to tbem, hat the 
Apoſtle ſays in the word without them, they will be led by the 
ſpirit within them, yet this Apoſtle when he had given that Or- 
der for the Churches to obſerve, that a woman ſhould not take 
upon her nor uſurpe Authority to teach in . 
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them, that..chough,; they think, themſelves' prophet, or fpirituall 
men, yet they nt know that what he did direct were the com- 
mandments of Goa; hereby you may ſee what this Goodwife And- 
land was, and for that he ſaith, of their being ſtriken that per- 
ſecured her as he would have it, why dot h he not name the man 
and the ſtroke he talkes of to me in ſuch a caſe be would give 
the lie, and take occaſion to raile, but I leave that to him as iuta- 
ble co their ſpirits all along in what they; writ and ſpeak; when 
I cell them, the Devill bath left his trick, now he bach nothing to 
ſay, but that the Devill doth not leave his cheats; it is true, but 
the leaving of this is, becauſe he would not have his Cheats diſ- 
covered, had it been from God to ſnew a reve;ence to his word, 
or to tęſtiſie his owning, of what they did, it would have conti- 
nued bor the ſame reverence is ſlill to be yeelded to his word and 
worſhip, but this ſtareing, falling down, Quaking, and other 
diſtorted and unſeemly geſtures, as blowing, panting like a Dog 
atrer a courſe run, (as one of them a woman come to me and did) 
this was the Devils trick whichihe ſeeth beſt for bis deſigne to 
leave off. no he leaves not off his cheating nor ever will, but 
when he perceives that it begins to be obſerved, thenſ chat 
bis cheating may not diſcover him) he leaves it and turnes ano- 
ther way. % eo ; : 
, When. he comes to Nayler, then he is a little puſled and ſtop- 
ped from his raihng, but be would excuſe him in part though 
che will not own all that came from him for ſnamt, he denied that 
he was their cheife Doctor and teacher, athing that is generally 
known, then he ſaith it will not be proved, he ſaid, he was as 
good as God, as juſt as God, as holy as God, this is proved in a 
book called the Perfect Phariſe written by ſame” Miniſters: of 
Neweaſile there you may find it and Feæ their other chieſe A- 
poſtle⸗ in expreſſe words ſaid; I am equa}! with God, are theſe 
horrid Blaſphemies to be endured by Chriſtians? but their extra- 
ordinary teacher Nayler bath ſer himſelfe up for a falſe Chriſt 
and then no marvell. that he ſhould ſpeake thoſe blaſphemous 
words before mentioned and this the fellow! that: railes:npon 
me will not touch upon for ãt as ſufficiently norm) that he did 
ride into a Town, (I take it Briſtoll) upon a: horſetand his . 
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lits whom he had ſeduced following and gding before;cried: Hos 
famn, this is che Lamb of God chat taketh away: the fins of the 
world, for wbieh he was ſent for and puniſned( not as he deſer- 
ved) for this feareſull horrid Blaſpbemy, as I have ſaid before; let 
this make Chriſtians fly from, and deteſt this error carried up 
and down;when- they ſhall ſee from whence it comes by the end 
and iſſue the Divell carrieth it unto; damnable Doctrines will 
in the iſſue bring forth damnable practiſes, when I come to 
ſpeak of their Doctrines and Practiſes, ſnewing that ſuch Do- 
ctrines entertained are likely to bring forth ſuch practiſes, and 
giving ſome inſtances to that purpoſe, which I heard of in the 
North „what the being led — within them not tryed 
by the word without them (which is the rule to try the ſpirit by 
whether they be of God or not) had done there, then he falls a 
railing and falſe accuſing and judging as if he were touched to 
the quick, caſting that upon me which too truly belongeth to 
themſelves, and when he hath vomited up his lies and falſe ſlan- 
ders againſt me, interweav ing them with ſome places of Scrip- 
ture falſely applied, and as I ſhall ſnew concerning their Doctrine 
which they are taught) falſely ſpoken ; then he comes to the per- 
ticulars, which he ſhould have done before his railing, baſe lan- 
guage caſt upon me that ſo it might appeare whether it were 
true or falſe, that which I ſay is what ſuch a doctrine bath, and 
is {till like. to produce, their pretending tobe ſed by the ſpirit - 
vwichin, and a voice e by the 
word of God which comes from the ſpirit, and the ſpirit. within 
-us(if it be the ſpirit of God) doth lead us by the word of God 
in-all our waies, which word is given and inſpired by that Holy 
Spirit; and therefore we are commanded by that rule to try 
the ſpirits whether they be of God or not; and the Scripture faith 
if they ſpake not according to that word, they are not the ſpirit 
of che but of darkneſſe there is no light in them; and our Sa- 
viour when he would have the Diſciples know the truth of him 
and his reſurrection, he opened their underſtanding, that 
might underſtand the ſcriptures, Zzke the laſt, ſo schen this 
man talkes of a ſpirit within us, it muſt be that ſpirit of God 
which revealed the word unto us, we ſay wan 
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eternall ſpirit of the Father and che" ſonne doth abide and re- 
maine with thoſe that are regenerate and borne againe of the 
ſpirit, for ever dwelling with them and in them as oj 14. our 
bleſſed Saviour promiſet h, and in the ſame Chapter verſe the 26 
our Saviour tels us that the Holy Ghoſt will be with us, & dwel in 
us, ſor to inſtruct us in all things, by bringing to our memories the 
words of our Saviour, to teach us to have his commandments in 
our know ledges and then to keep and obſerve them by giving us 
grace fo to doe, and it is he(as our Saviour there ſaith) that loveth 
him, who ſo doth, & he ſhall be loved of the Father, andChriſt will 
love him and ſhew himſelfe unto him, this is the worke of the 


ſpirit within us, to give us a true knowledg of the word and Scrip- 
tures, & grace to walk according to the ſame in obedience to our 


God, but to talke of the ſpirit within us, and a voice within us, 
(as you may ſee Gilpin had) that leads men from being obedient 
ro the word of God without them, to follow the impulſes and 
laſts that that ſpirit and voie ſnall move them unto, which they 
ſay is within them and they are to be guided and led by; this 
I ſay(as J have done before )is to open a way to the Divell, to car- 


ry them to all errors, deluſions, and luſts, which hath appeared all- 


ready too much in thoſe people, and from the inſtances there- 
of in the North which 1 have ſet down, and this fellow, not 
knowing that they are untrue, yet fomes cut his railing ſo bru- 
tiſhly for the proofe ot them; if thereby I might be ſo happy 
as to reduce any of my neighbours from theſe baſe deluſions of 
theirs, I ſhall endevour to bring evidences thereof from that 
Country; for the maid, that one of theſe Quakers was perſwa- 
lewd with him, telling her that there was no ſinne in 
it, for-all fleſh was common one to another, ſhe told him that 


was falſe, for the word ſaid, whoremongers and adulterers God 


would judg; he preſſing her ſtill, ſhe left him and them all, and 
their — thereupon, and went and complained to a Godly 
Miniſter of them, and, railer, you ſhall have his name, Mr Ezty 


Miniſter of Ayms Burton in the North, & it may be examined, for 
I believe many know of it there, tbough I hard laſt week, that 
Miniſter is dead; and for the other two Inſtances which J heard 
off, I do think (if it might availe any thing to reduce the people 
from 
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from theſe errors )to endevor to prove it to this railers face, that 
he might be aſhamed of his railings, but eſpecially of theſe falſe 
Doctrines and baſe practiſes brought forth by them, for Felton 
that ſtabbed the Dule of Buchingham, which was from following 
the- impulſe of that ſpirit within bim, contrary to the word of 
God, that he ſaith nothing to, for he knowes not how to cloak it, 
and he was led by this ſpirit they talkeof, and anſwers to his 
prayers. | - 8 

Now whereas he would help himſelfe in this, by ſaying, that 
though there be a falſe deluding ſpirit, yet there is a true ſpirit 
which reveales the truth, and none can underſtand the Scripture 
but by that ſpirit of truth and he faith, that this ſpirit they own, 
and the Scriptures which are — by inſpiration from the ſpi- 

rit of God; but if you would have ſpoke home to the point and 
clearly manifeſted your way, you ſhould have left no dore open 
for your liberty to walke aſter this ſpirit and voice within you, 
though nut according to the rule laid down in the word of God 
given by the ſpirit of God and trying and manifeſting what 
comes from that ſpirit of truth, and what from falſe ſpirits; butthis 
you ſpake not plainly and directly, and that you may not hereby 
delude and deceave the ſimple people; I will clearly ſhew unto 
them from one of your Teachers what your Doctrine is in this 
point, however you would here ſeem to cover it over with de- 
ceitfull-rermes,. not ſpeaking out fully as your Teacher one At- 
kinlon doth: you ſay, you own the Scriptures,you ſhall ſee what 
this impudent teacher of yoursprofeſſerh, and that in his anſwer 
to Mr Goodwin and Mr Nye, to the firſt principle he faith, the 
Scriptures are not the Saints rule of knowing God and living up 
to him, but that which was before the Scriptures were written, 
by which all the Holy men of God knew him: and here you have 
made your ſelves manifeſt that you have not the rule which Mo- 
ſes had, wbich is the ſpirit of light. by which be made himſelfe 
known to.the ſonnes of men,and you that reach people to walke 
in another rule, are thoſe that put light for darkneſſe and dark- 
neſſe for light; here you have their Doctrine ſer down plainly 
without any deceitfull covering or tricks, to avoid the owning of 
liying aſide the Scriptures and word of God, and walking — 
| M ding 
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ding to the light within them; which be calls the ſpirit of light 
fo that you may plainly ſee be layeth aſide the word of G to 
be our rule, a light unto our ſeet and a Lanthorne to direct us in 
all our waies; yea a rule whereby we are to try the ſpirits whe- 
ther they be of God or not; and we mult goe by this rule of 
theirs, the ſpirit within us, ſo that what 1 have ſaid of them he 
here confirmes and maks him a lyar that calls me a lyar, for faying 
ſo by that which this ſeducer would make good his caſting away 
the Scriptures from being our rule to know God by, is, that we 
muſt know God, as the boly men of God did before the <crip- 
tures were written, that is, by dreams and viſions and immediate 

a revelations from God, and this we muſt look for, ar. d walke by 
now, when God hath given us the Scriptures and his word fully 
compleated and perfected to be our rule; this ſuits with them 
and their deluſions very well, from their ſpirit within them and 
the voice within them; but it is directly againſt that which is 
commanded us, and the reaſons tould ns, why now we are not 
to looke for that way, by which God was pleaſed in old time 
to ſpeak to the fathers and reveale his will unto them, becauſe 
he had now ſpoken unto us by his Sonne, and by him perfected his 
will fully in the old and New Teſtament , wherefore after the 
Sonne we are to expect no new revelations as Hb. 1.1. but reſt 
in what God hath ſpoken to us by his Sonne whereby, he hath 
fully pur an end to that way, which, it is there ſaid, he uſed to 
the Fathers at divers times, and in divers manners, and the book of 
the Revelations being the laſt that was written, requires us to 
reſt in the Scriptures without adding thereunto or taking ought - 
therefrom; and J am perſwaded that is intended not onely con- 
cerning that particular part, but relates to the whole Scriptures 
and book of God; remember this which 1 have alleadged before, 
which our Saviour teacheth us, he that hath my word and kee- 
peth it he itis that loves me: therefore I earneſtly deſire my neigh- 

- bours and Friends, that in theſe times of temptation and deluſion, 
they would be careſull ro keep themſelves ſtrictly to the obſer- 
vance of the word of God, make that their rule to walke by here, 
for by that they will be judged hereafter, and ler not Sathan by 
his falſe Prophets ſent up and down to deceave under the pre- 

tence: 
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tence a of light within, them and a voice within them, make them 
lay aſide this word of God which is the onely light whereby the 
ſpirit of God within his children, doth enlighten them and lead 
them into all truth, and ennable them to di ſcover and caſt away 
errors and deluſions comming from the Divell, and to ſtrengtben 
and confirme us her ein, remember what an example our bleſſed 
Saviour hath: ſer before us, in reſiſting the temptations of that 
wicked ſpiric,when he offered any: temptation, allwaies our Savi- 
ours anſwer was out of the word, It is written: ſo let us doe, and 
then neither che ſpirit of the Divell,nor the voice within us ſhall 
be able to deceave us; This Quaker, or, becauſe that trick is laid a · 
ſide now, I may rather ſay, this railer, ſor that is not at all leſt, but 
his paper all along full of it, and in this place, where he would 
juſtify himſelfe and his company for holding that they are per- 
fect and without ſinne, which were there nothing els to convince 
them of this falſhood, as there is enough, this their railing in all 
their writings will doe ir ſufficiently: he ſaith, this remaines for me 
to prove, and faith, H;x denieth it; Hix is now dead, and there. 
fore he may now charge him with this lie the more confidently, 
but I do ſay, and know that he told me fo, and when he had done 
ſo, I asked him againę and he affirmd it to me again and would 
juſtify it, but what needs this? when I think, Tompſon the ranter 
heretofore, now a Quaker, if he ſhould be asked. would affirme 
it, and it is known evidently how many there are that doe pro- 
feſſe it, & when they are made manifeſt to have ſpoke thoſe horrid 
blaſphemies, that they are equal} with God, as good as God, 28 
holy as God, as juſt as God, needs there any proote from me, when 
it will be proved they ſpake theſe bla ſphemies? hath. God any 
finne in him? or is be not perfect? nay at laſt he comes to diſcover 
the depths of Sathan, and doch ſay they are perfict, che falſhood: 
whereof I have ſufficiently ſhewed out of Scriptures to any rati- 
onall man, in that paper which he ſo much railes at; but I will 
a little farther diſcover his falſnood here in what he writes, and 
his endeayour to deceave the ignorant and ſimple ones by per- 
verting Scripture, and lies caſt upon what I have written; Firſt, 
he will not acknowledg a difference. between Juſtifigarion and 
Sanctification, Juſtification is by the onely ſatisſaction made by 
Chriſt- unto the juſtice of God, by bearing our ſins in his body 
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upon the Croſſe, ard for whom God accepts this,as he doth for 
all his Elect, to them his Juſtice being ſatisfied, he iniputes no ſin, 
bur it is cleanſed away from them by rhe hioud of Chriſt in the 
ſight of God 2 Cor. 5. 19. God was in Chriſt reconciling 
the world unto himſelfe not imputing their treſpaſſes unto them, 
that is the elect in the world as you may ſee, Rum 8. 29. whom 
he did foreknow he alſo did predeſtinate, and in the next verſe, 
whom he did predeſt inate thoſe he called and Juſtificd, this being done, 
verſ. the 3 3. who (ball lay any thing te the charge of Cedi E 8, it 
is God that Fuſtifieth and hum? the 3 2 verſ. by nt ſparing fis own 
Conne but delivering him up fer us to atath, that ſo ſatisfaction 
might be made fully to his juſtice, and that being made by the 
death and ſufferings of the ſonne of God, the way that God him- 
ſelſe out of his infinite grace and rich mercy found out as that 
which only could ſatisfy infinite juſtice, being the blood of God, 
as the Apoſtle in another place cals it, that is, of that perſon that 
was God and man in one perſon, and thereſore of an infinite me- 
rit, this being done, will God impute ſinne to thoſe for whom he 
hath receaved ſatisfaction and reconciled unto bimſelfe hereby, 
not imputing their ſins, when this is done, they who are juſtified 
onely by what is performed by Chriſt our Saviour, in his own 
perſon, his ſufferings accepted for us, and his obedience and righ- 
reouſneſſe imputed tous, out of the free grace and amercy of 
God, for of free grace we are ſaved, not of any works of our own, 
as is pla in in the Scripture; and ] inſiſt the more upon it, be- 
cauſe they Ieſuitically expect to be juſtified and ſaved by Chriſt, 
working in them, and ſuffering in them, which is by their own 
works, and merits, as ſhall appeare by their own anſwers to the 
Queries: Then I ſay, they who are thus juſtified by Chriſt in his 
own perſon, thoſe he ſanctifierh by his ſpirit, not taking away all 
finne, but taking away the dominion, and ruling power of ſinne; 
for if ſinne were wholy taken away, and men perfect in grace, 
how can they grow in grace as they are commanded to do? for 
where there is perfection, there needs no groth nor addition to it; 
I will now ſhew. his lies, and ſlanders, and then his deviſes to main- 
tain their perfection : firſt, he faith I am a Ranter, becauſe I ſay, 
the guilt of ſinne is taken away, and not imputed to us by God, 
| though 
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though we live in ſinne, and under the power of it; this he ſpeak 
molt falſly of me; for in the paper which beſo much railes at, it 
is cleane otherwiſe expreſſed by me, as any may read, I ſay, for 
whom Chriſt died, ànd thereby ſatisfied the Iuſtice of God for 
theirs ſins, to thoſe God will not impute ſin, nor charge them with 
the guilr thereof, then there is another cleanſing away offin,which 
is the power and operation or working of it in our mortal bodies, 
while we live here in this world, this I ſay is likewiſe done by the 
ſpirit of Chriſt in us, which he gives to thoſe whom he juſti- 
fierh, and thereby ſinne in us is more and more ſubdued and mor- 
tified , that it cannot have dominion over us ; though not wholy 
taken out of us , doth not this ſhew his falſhood, when he ſaith , 
I fay men may live under the power of finne ; and in ſinne while 
they live ? and yet go to heaven; I ſay the cleane contrary, 
that thoſe whoare juſtified by the death of Chriſt , and therefore 
finne- not imputed to them, and likewiſe by the ſpirit of Chriſt 
ſanctified , and thereby ſin morcified more and more that it can- 
not rule and raigne in them; but is ſubdued, that it bein 
them., yet it hath not dominion over abem that they ful; 
fill it in the luſts thereof,av the Ranters ſay arid praftice;,.and I 
- wiſh that when they think they are perſect, and therefore watch 
not over their hearts, for what need chey when perfeR 
but leave their hearts as needing no guard, nor inſpection upon 
all occaſions, to prevent the riſings and motions oſſinne, - fall 
not into the like abominatiions as thoſe Ramers live in: and ſor 
this decei tfull man to ſay that Iwvhile I live, think I may live un- 
der the power of ſinne, and yet go to heaven, becauſe I ſay that 
while we live, ſinne will have a power to operate in our unre- 
generate part, which the —— our fleſhly members, though 
reſiſted and overcome by the graces ofthe ſpirit Minim us, -who 
bath tegenerated us; and made us new ereatures i though not 
wholy renewed, for there remaines a fleſhly pars luſting againſt 
the ſpiritual; and regenerate part, ſo that the Apoſtle himſelſe 
was fo ſenſible of it that he ſaith: Oh wretched man thut I am , who 
ſhall deliver me from this body of death. and ;gwes thanks to God 
that by Jeſas Chriſt he only is delivered andathat manifeſted 
unto him by his ſerving the law of God in bis mind, athat is, tus 
regenerate part, but yet ſaith, that in his fleſh(the part yet 
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unregenerate the law of ſinne. ther ſore t here is a part unr | 
rate, the luſts wherof riſe up againft the ſpirituall mind, which 
loves and obeyes the law of God, reſiſting thoſe fleſhly ſuſts, and 


(through the aſſiſtance of Gods ſpirit)ſubduing & overcomming. 


them, this man I ſay may as well and with as much reaſon, call 
Paul a Ranter as me for what I have ſaid, as any ſober man who 
will read the 7th Chapter to the R. mans may evidently perceive 1 
now he comes with very unteinpered morter to daube over this 

perfection which he ones, and being without all ſinne in this 

life. The firſt place he brings, is that in the 34 of the Philipi- 

ans , where Paul ſaith in the 15th verſe, Let us therefore as M- 

ny as be pe r fełt be thus minded, and in the 11th verſe, be profeſſeth 

himſelfe pot to be perſect, were any of thoſe he exhorteth more 

perfect than himſelfe, being bis diſciples, be their teacher? by 
this very place the man might ſee (if be would not ſhut his eyes 

to continue in his errors) that perſection in ſcripture, as here 

is uſed in a double ſenſe, the one tor perfection in degrees, where 

there is no degrees of perfection —— that the ſubject is ca- 

pable of, this is not attainable unto in this life, until we be diſſol 
ved and be with Chriſt, which is beſt of all, &. chis the Apoſtle ſaith 

he hath not already attain'd , and therefore was not already per- 

fect with this perſection, but did follow after it, and preſs for- 

wards towards that marke: and was there a man in the world 

that was but a mere man and no more; that ever did, or will 

artaine to a higher degree tlian Paul? yet he had not attain'd to 

that degree of perſection, which the ſpirits of juſt men made per- 

fect in heaven doe injoy, neither can any in this life attaine to 

that degree untill they come to heaven, another ſenſe in which 

the word perfext is taken, is, upright and ſincere without hy po- 

crifie ; thax may be termed perfection of parts not degrees, when 

a man walks uprightly not as to one thing, and ritically and 

falſly in another 3 but in all parts of Chriſtiani t, one as well as 

another, is found to be ſincere and upright ; and hath reſpect to 

all the Commandments of God,one as much as: another, here is 

an univerſall uprightneis in all parts of piety, none neglected, and 

this is termed perteRion as co the parts of piety, and righteouſ- 

neſs, but not as to dhe degrees which are to be waited for, _ 
ew i it Js preſſed 
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preſſed forward unto continually white we live, as Paul ſaith he 
would, hot having attain d thereunto, and then exhorts as many. 
putting in bhimſeſſe, as are perfect to be ſo minded. verſ: 15th: 
now he that is not ignorant, or rather will not be wilful, muſt 
needs ſee the different acceptation of this word perfect as 1 ha ve 
expreſſed it, for elſe Paul ſhould contradict himſelſe ſaying , in 
one place he was not perfect, and in another he was, that per- 
fe in ſcripture is ſometimes taken for upright , will clearly ap- 
peare in ob the. iſt and 2d chapters, where God calleth 70 a per- 
te& man, and in the next word interprets it upright and ſincere, 
which was his perfection, for, that he was not perſect without 
ſinne is apparent, as God ſheweth and he himſelſe confeſſeth in 
the book of Fob at the latter end. I have fo fully cleared that place, 
1 Epiſt: of Foh:-chap.3 * he that is borne of God ſinneth not, ſhewing 
that the reaſon he giveth expounds the place, makeing it not 
contradict what he had ſaid before, that is, the ſeed of God re- 
maineth in him, and therefore be cannot ſinne ſo as he that is not 
borne. of God, and hath no ſuch ſeeds of Grace remaineing in 
him, the one cannot ſinne totally without reluctancy, nor ſival- 
ly without repentance, as the other mays» for that immortall feed 


(that by being born of God, doth and ever will remane in him.) 


will ſpring up and reſtore him to his firſt condition by true re- 
pentance like his companions > as you may ſee if you will but 
read their anſwers to the Querie,and their anſwers to Mr Good- 
win and Mr Nyes confeſſion of faith, ſo here when he cannot an- 
ſwer the arguments, he railes and cals tbem my imaginations, 
and me a perſon thet would live in ſinne and in the power of fin, 
and ſuch like, and that Jam one that is a lyar, a diſſembling hy- 
pocrite and much more; this is the way of their argumentation 
when they have no anſwer to make, that I would live in ſinne 
and in the power of ſinne, or any other regenerate man. I have 
ſhewed it is his ye, for all I ſayd;which is the fame that Pax/ 
ſaith, is, that ſinne bath'a power to worke and riſe up againſt the 
grace of God in a regenerate man, but will be reliſted and over- 
tome by thoſe graces: then he comes to that place, he that is 
borne of God ſinweth net, but anſwereth nothing that. have ſaid 
in it, but cals them my imaginations and lyes, * an- 
5 wel 
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ſwer, now I will aske this railer, whether David were not borne 
of God , when God faith he was a man according to his his own 
heart, 2 David fell into grie vous fins after he was regenerate, 
but the ſeed of God remaneing in him, reſtored him aga ine by. 
true repentance: and whecher Peter were not borne of God, 
when Chriſt himſelſe ownes him to be ſo, yet he ſell into a great 
ſinne of denying:his Maſter for ſeare, but by the grace of God 
in him repented and wept bitterly for it, ſo that by rboſe exam- 
pies and many more it is apparent, that a man regenerate and 
borne of God hath corruption remaneing in him, and may fall 
into ſinne, contrary to the falſe interpretation they make of this 
place, to juſtiſie their falſe Tenet bye this, Jobe, (a man whom God 
himſelfe ſaich, there was none like him upon the earth) acknow- 
ledgeth fully chap:ꝙ. v. 3 o · and he ſaich we ſpeak wiſdome amongſt 
thote that are perfect, I have ſhewed be fore how perfect is ta- 
ken, ſuch as are ſincere and upright, and for that which the Apo- 
ſtle ſaith that he might preſent men perſect in hriſt Jeſus, I would 
the man and his companions did or would underſtand that right- 
ly, then they would not expect to be preſentęd perfect in their 
own righteouſneſs or perfection; but in the tighteouſneſs of Je- 
ſus Chriſt who is our perſection, and ſo the Apoſile would bring 
them to believe and to reſt therein, then they ſhould be perſect, 
reſting upon the righteouſneſs of the Lord Chriſt before God, 
and not upon their own, the belt whereof is in that reſpect no 
better than dung and droſs and filthy raggs. 1 unfainedly wiſh 
that theſe people who are ſeduced, many of them] believe having 
better hearts than thoſe who do ſeduce them, & who do not at firſt

having no calling. no Charge and flock to overſee, no fixed place, 
but wandring ſtarres, nor ſent of God, but running of themſelves 
without any ſuch call to che Miniſtry, as is by God appointed in 
all Churches by ne , — direction, and — — ſuch 
reacting it is which, he ſaĩth/tbey own: 1 have ſufficiently-ſhew- 
reve; — vvhy they . come into Churches, vvhen 
congtegations meet to vvorſhip God. and the ſalſhood of —

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reaſons, but here he addes ſome ot ber, becauſe they baptize In- 

fants, and ſing Pſalmes in Meter as he cals it)bere you ſee the face 
of an Anabaptiſt appeare, for baptizing of children, there are 
on; 95 men have written of it, and proved the error of thoſe. 

ho deny it, and made it manifeſt, he that will read their diſcour- 
ſes, thereupon may be convinced, and fatisfied; the children of 
believing Parents, with whom Gods covenant is made, may upon 
the ſame grounds be baptized as heretofore they were circum- 

. cized, the one being the ſame ſeale of the covenant, / will be thy 
God. and the God of thy ſeed, as the other, and coming in the place 
of the other, as the Lords ſupper, in the place of the Paſover, the 
Pascal lamb; and the Apoſtle in the 7th of the 1 Ceren. 14. verſe. — 
there ſneweth, that one parent being a believer makes the child 
Holy, otherwiſe, if they were both unbelievers, their children then 
would be uncleane, now this is not the holineſſe of ſanctification, 
which every believers child cannot be ſaid to have, but a Fede- 

x all holineſſe, that is, ſuch as makes the Child capable of the ſeale 
of the Covenant, vhich an unbelievers child, is not to be admit - 
ted unto, but excluded as unclean, coming of unbelieving parents, 
who have no right to Goſpell ordinances themſelves, and there- 
fore, not their children; and where he faith, it cannot be pro- 
ved that any children were baprized in the Scripture; it is ſaid, 

- that whole houſeholds were baptized, am. there were Children 

certainly in whole houſholds, beſides, were they learned; an 

verſt in ancient writings of the Fathers, they would ſee; and 
know, that even in the next times after the Apoſtles, children 
were baptized in the Churches, which they certainly. take from 
that example of the Apoſtles, and the Churches in their times, 
theſe next ſucceeding them, or not long aſter them; but of this, 

as 1-ſaid, there is enough written by others, to conſute tł is Ana · 

bapriſticall error; then he next ſpeaks of ſnging Pſalmes in 

Meter; of that alſo there are thuſe who have written roſhew 
the error thereof; may we not fing Davids Plalmes as well as 

read them? and why not ſing them with grace in our harts, 
as read them with grace and underſtanding? and for being put 
into Meter, as he termes it, except they were fo compoſed, it 

were not poſſible for men ro, joyne together, to ſing them to a 
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tune; but there would be a confuſed noyſe, and nothing elſe 
and that without all underſtanding ; therefore the Pſalmes of 
David in that languaidg, were ſo compoſed, and ſo Sung, both by 
our Saviour and his Diſciples at the end of the Paſover, and ty 
Paul and Silas in the priſon, for they were not made anew upon 
the inſtant, but thoſe who joyned together to ſing them upon a 
ſudden occaſion muſt needs know them, and be well acquainted 
with their compoſure, and their tune before, or elſe they could 
not have joyned in ſinging of them, this is a meere deviſe and 
contrary to what our Saviour himſelſe practiſed, and the Apo- 
ſtles by his example, and with him, ard what afterwards they 
did command, but ir is true which I have ſaid, notwithſtanding 
his foule tongue caſt lies upon me, that theſe things, the Divell 
and their on luſts found out to keep them from hearing the 
Miniſte rs of the Goſpell, who preach ſound Doctrine, and preſſe 
it upon men to practiſe according to it, in their lives and conver- 
ſations, which would overthrow the deſigne the Divell hath, to 
deſtroy their ſoules if they ſhould harken to it, therefore they 
are taught to call them hyerlings, and ſuch as Preach for hier; 
I have ſaid enough to ſhew the falſehood of this ſlander, and 
how directly it is contrary to the Doctrine delivered by the A- 
poſtle in the 1 Cor. 9. they may as well ſay, he that receaves his 
wages for his worke is to be blamed , and as thoſe under the law 
that ſerved at the Alter were to be partakers wich the Altear, ſo 
faith the Apoſtles rhe Lord hath crdained, that they who Preach the 
Goſpell ſhould live of the Goſpel , becauſe they d:e-what God bath or- 
Zain:d, therefore t heſe pittiſull deluded men will call them hyer- 
linge, when God hath ordained that there ſhould be Preachers, 
to teach the people, and alſo that thoſe who doe Preach the Goſ- 
pell, ſhould live of the Goſpell, and for their maintenance. par- 
take of their carnall things, as they Miniſter unto them ſpirituallz 
The Magiſtrate hereupon is bound to ſee that there be ſuch tea- 
chers, and that for them, there be maintenance provided, which 
they have done by the Law of the Land, and by that Law (as 1 
- have ſaid) it' is as due to the Miniſter as any mans land is due to 
him out of which it is paid: If the Magiſtrate had laid upon e- 
very Land, or Acher, as much as the Tith is worth in mony, it 
5 had 
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had been all one in reſpe& of the right. and what ground could 
any man have had to refuſe the payment oſ-ic, I would it were 
ſo to avoid brangling and rangling about an Apple, or an Egge, 
to the trouble of honeſt Miniſters, but whereas I ſay. (to take 
away this falſhood which they put into mens hands, ro cauſe 
them to diſaffect the Miniſters, as if their profit were taken from 
them) that theſe Tiches are not their profit: neither would it come a 
to them, if it were taken from the maintenance of the Miniſters,. 
for neither did they buy it when they bought their land, nor 
doh any man receave a penny of mony for it, when he ſells his 
land, he tooliſhly bids me ſhe it in the Evidences & Deeds which 
paſſe the land, what needs that, whenthe value of it is deducted, 
and not reckonedin the ſale? If a yard land be worth 10li withche 
Iith, and a man in the ſale of it asketh bur gli, and he that bay, 
eth it gives no more? is not the Tith here neither bought, nor 
ſould, but leaſt unvalued, though there be no mention oft in 
the evidences; then he faith, a man may chuſe whether he will till 
his ground or not, this is very lickly, that a man will looſe 9 parts 
becauſe the 10th is not his; he ſaith, it comes out of his labour,ſo __ 
doth your rent, when you let or ſet your land, for if he whom 
you ſer it unto, let it lie without labor, neither he nor you will 
ave any thing: obſerve the weakneſſe of theſe Arguments, 
then he ſaith, there is a booke written to ſhew the unlaw fulneſſe 
of Tiches, I ſay, that booke builds upon a falſe foundation, as if 
Tithes now paid had any reference to the Ceremoniall Tithes 
paid to the Levites and Prieſts under the law, there is no ſuch 
thing at all thought of. but by them to ſerve their turne; for 
the payment of Tithes is from a civill law , made by the ſupreme 
power of this Nation, to manetain the Min iſtery, and thrre is as 
much right for them to injoy them thereby, as for any man to 
injoy his Inheritance, ,wbich he injoyeth by the ſame law; now 
he comes to bis uſuall railing; and. faith, I conclude as I began, 
with lying and ſlandering, and they have met with few like me. 
This the foule mouthed man ſaith becauſe, he is put to it here, 
and muſt either deny, chat I ſhall proye to be tbeiritenent, or di- 
cover that ( ubich they by, ambiguous expreſſions, and when it is 
qusſtioned, q. in cheir anſwers, ta the queries, by their railings) | 
would, make no anſwer to, bur ſhipt it off by calling them hers, _ 
1 0 reprobates, I 
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reprobates, and ſuch like, ler any man read their anſwers to the 
Queries put to them, and to the confeſſion of faith, and this will 
moſt apparently be ſeen to be their anſwers, this man either 
ſpeaks lies through hipocriſy, or knowes not the bottome of their 
damnable errors, whereof this is one, for at firſt they will not 
fully diſcover the depths ofSatbans deluſions, which he is carry- 
ing them on unto, leſt they ſhould be driven back before they 

be grounded, and ſetled in their errors; he after bis uncivil lan- 

guage proſeſſeth that, which ifit be accordmg to Ecripture ſence, 
and not according to tbeir own ſence perverting the Scripture, 
into that ſence which(1 ſhall ſhew their leaders and ſecucers doe 
hold, I ſhould be glad of it, for then they weuld not lay aſide the 
onely foundation that their ſalvation can be built upon, Teſus 

Chriſt our righteouſneſſe and jultification alone before Ged,

manhood, and fo it is called the blood of God in reſpect of the 
union of rhe manhood to the Godhead, and this, and this onely 
could clenſe our fins; and ſatisfy Gods juſtice offended by them; 
and being clothed alſo with his righteouſneſſe imputed to us, 
fo we are not onely free from ſinne, but accepted of God, and juſt 
in his fight: juſtice being fully ſatisſied we may be free from the

beares record in raven, the Father, the Word, and: the holy 
Gholt',, aud tbeſe three are one: to ſay, that Chriſt is God and 
man in one Perſon, that they ſay alſo is a lye. This is their Tea- 
cher Atkinſon, in his anſwer to the confeſſion of ſaith If Chriſt 
our Saviour be not God and man in one perſon, the Apoſtle Paul 
in. the 20:h of the A4, verſ. 28 : could not truly have ſaid, that 
that the Church of God ( which he admoniſhed them to feed) 
Ged had purchaſed with his own blood > it mult be therefore God 
and, man in one perſon ; Maler (their falſe Chriſt ) wrote to 
one in Lancaſhire in a letter, that he wh: expetted- to be. ſaved by 
him that dyed at Feruſalem ſhould be dectived.

and follow that which they brought into the world with them, 
and this they take from miſunderſtanding that place of Scripture, 
ws I. verſ. g: where it is ſaid, that Chrift was the true light which 
ightneth every one that came into the world, therefore they pretend, 
every on by nature(vyhich is all on, that every on that came into 
the world) hath ſuch a ligbt, as vvill bring him to heaven if he 
ſollovv it; vvhat need he then be borne again by the ſpirit F as our 
Saviourſaith , or elſe he ſpall not enter ita the kingdome of heaven ; 
if hisnaturall birth bring into the vvorld vvith him, light enough 
vvithin him to ſave him. This is a groſs miſtake of that place, 
Fol. I: vvhere the Apoſtle, to ſhevy that Chriſt vvas Cod, ſpeakes 
of his creating of all things, and ſo of man, to vVhom as he gave 
a body, ſo he gave alſo a rationall ſoule. 0% 
Now this rationall ſoule isthar /ighr, which every man brings 
into the world, which before the fall of man, was ſufficient to 
him on in the wayes of God unto everlaſting happineſs, 
bur after his fall into ſinne, _ thereby the image of God 
( in which he was created) his light became darkneſs, yea and 
55 „ as the Apoſtle faith; rhere- 
fore we muſt know, that the naturall light whichremaineth in 
man, which is the uſe of reaſon and natural wiſdome,is ſo far from 
ſaving a man, that it will oppoſe all the wayes and meanes of 
ſalvation; for it is called darkneſs, as ( I have faid ) enmity a- 
gainſt God and fooliſhneſs ; the wiſdome of the fleſh is enmity a- 
gan God ; and the wiſdome of this world i fooliſhneſs . The bets 
ight that is in a naturall man, his very wiſdome, is not only an 

enemy, but in the abſtract, enmizy it ſelfe againſt God, and — 
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that ( if it be looked unto ) * us to God ? no, it will mak® 
every ſuch man fight againſt God, and all his Commands. Von 
are therefore ignorant people, if you ever think to come to hea- 
ven, by obſerving the naturall light within you, which is your 
deluſion, for it is dickneſs, ever oppoſing the true light delive- 
red in the word of God, the Apoſtle faich, Eph:.5. 8: you weare 
ſome times darkneſs , when they were in the ſtate of nature, bar 
nem jeu are light in the Lord; There is a naturall ligbr , which is 
the rational ſoule, this is enmity againſt God, and there is a fu- 
pernacurall light, when the ſpirit renewes us in the ſpirit of our 
minds, and gives us the true light revealed by God unto his in his 
word, when we walke as children of this light and make that our 
rule, then we make (trait ſteps and pathes unto our ſelves, and 
that word of light will juſtify us at the laſt day: but you that will 
follow a light within you, which you eng world 
with you, Enthufiaſmes high „ and i ſooliſn fancies 
never examined, nor tryed by the true light, the word of God, 
according to. which , if — light within you ſpeak not, it is 
darkneſs, you will by this device of Sarban (as I have ſaid ) 
certainly be drawne into deſperate , if not damnable errors 
When I ſpeak of their uncivill carriage towards men, not loo - 
king upon them when they paſs by, nor ſhewing any reſpect at 
all in word, or action, and doe ſhew that this ia contrary to the 
commands of God, and examples of godly men boch in che old 
and new Teſtament , let any rationall man obſerve bis anſwers, 
and he will ſee he makes no ſolid anſwer at all to the command 


ot practiſes inſtanced in, but judging, and falſe accuſing which 


will bring Fudgment upon themſelves, for becauſe I de- 
fire and endeavour to bring them from their uncivill, and 
unmanly behaviour tovvards men, ſhevving no reſpec to 
them in vvord or deed, be vvill judge I doe it out of 
pride, and that Imight be honqured, and ſhevy my high mind. 
and then brings his curſes , and poptuers them out upon me; are 
theſe anſevers ta vvhat is alleaged and proved out of ſeripure ? 
they are indeed their uſuall anſvvers, for my deſiring their cap and 
knee ( ache cala it,) In reſpect of my ſelfe, I regard it no more, 
chen to ſee an ox or a cow to gee by me vuirh 3 
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their head but in reſpect of them it grieveth me, becauſe I ſee 
in it an intollerable pride in them, which they by their ſlanders 
Caſt upon others; & have not light to ſee it in themſelves; for my 
affecting pride, I leave the judgment of that to others, who 
know my converſation , and have been acquainted with it many 
 veares; if the pooreſt man or woman ſhould meet me, and ſhew 
a reſpect unto me, I think my ſelfe bound to anſwer it againe 
with the like; and ever have done ſo; but theſe men will make 
whom they will and all chat be not of their deluſion, and join tot 
with them therein, haters of Sicn, as this man cals mee; and then 
brings that place, 129. Iſalme: where the judgments of God are 
denounced againſt the wicked, and men mult not pray to God 
for a bleſſing upon them, and another place, that à mam muſt not 
bid him God ſpoed that abides not in the doctrine of 'Chrilt : 
the man either doth not, or will not underſtand che true mean- 
ing of theſe places of Scripture, that he may pervert them to his 
own ends; we are to make prayers and ſupplications for all men, 
that they may be converted, and come to the knowledge of 
the truth,; as we are commanded, 1 Tithe 2. thap. & I do for 
theſe Quakers . though I know they abide not in the doctrine of 
Chriſt ) that they might be reduced from their error, ad rel 
turne to the way of truth; . bnt that which is intended in the ſcri- 
pture by him mentioned is, that we ſnould not give — . —. 
nance or approbation to them in their evill wayes, and falſe do- 
ctrines i and that, becauſe } doe not, I am ſo much railed upon, 
as this man doth here all his paper over; 1 pray for them, and 
deſire their good, which made me write what did; hut to ap- 
prove them in their manifeſt errors would do them hurt. 

He began with this, that their carriage was civill, and curtieout, 
and meck. ' What teſtimony is there thereof? no more chan when 
a beaſt paſſeth by a man: And whereasT-ſay), this muſt be ma- 
nifeſted, by that which is accounted in be place where xey hoe, 
the expreſſion of civility and curteſie; he anſwereth, G forbad 
the Iſraelites to aſe the cuſtemes and manners of the heathen whether 

zhey were to Joe; obſerve the abſurdity of this anſwer, are we 
here going into another nation of heathens, whoſe cuſtomes; 
becauſe we muſt not uſe, thereſore we muſt not uſe our _— 
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vilities? or will they eſteeme all in this nation to be as heathens 
but themſelves ? this muſt be his meaning, ſor the civill cuſtoms 
of this nation were ſpoken of: but that Scripture is abuſed too, for 
their cuſtomes there forbidden, were their Idolatries, not civill 
cuſtoms, as Deut. 12. laft verſe ;. he ſaich, ment it fhewed by 
wprightneſs and equity not by outward geſtwres of cap and bier if by e- 


quity you are bound, to teſtifie that honour with:cap and knee 


to whom it is due ( for you are commanded to give honour to 
whom honour is due) and when you doe not ſo, what equity is 
there more than when you doe not give cuſtome, to whom cu- 
ſtome is due? will you ſay, | you pay it in your #prighteſs? when 
you pay nothing in act at all, and to you doe here; be cals cheſe 
carriages that expreſs civill reſpect rom man to man; flattering. - 
aue anot her, and deceitful wicędue ſt ſimple man! becauſe they may 
be ſo abuſed, may they not therefore be truly & ſincerely uſed: ? 
you may ſay ſo of 3 it may be proſeſſed in hypocri- 
lie;; therefore. it muſt be altogetber laid afide, and not made uſe 
of in ſincerity arid truth then he ſaith, we muſt not faſhion aur 
ſel vet according to the world; what is the meaning of thatꝰ wwe muſt 
not faſhion our ſelves according to the ſinnes that the world 
walkes in; but will you pervert it to this? that we may not doe 
lawfull, yea commanded things, becauſe the world doththem; 
then we may not eat, and drink, leſt we faſhion our ſelves ac- 
cording to the world; then he begins to raile upon me that they 
doe caſt the 5th Commandment out of the Tables, is plaine to 
all men that obſerve their carriage, yea even of Children and Ser- 
vants, and of them, to their Superiours and Magiſtrates. 
He then ſaich, doe thus prove by am command, or example in Scri- 
nture, that men were to put iff. thein batt owe ry aunrher, io call that 
honour : obſerve his deceitfulneſs herein, which he fo oſten un- 
juſtly chargeth me withall; belching out many other baſe ſlan- 
ders; he will ſpeak here only of — bats : of the bowing 
the 1— as he ſaith) and of bowing downe to ſhew reverence : 
and obeiſance, nota wurd of thatz::bere ſee his cunning, which: 
he ſo oſten falſſy chargeth me withakſor pasting ef hate, it was not 
uſed in che Eaſterne Countries, neither is it at this days they 
wore and doe ſo ſtill Turban, which were not pulled off, neither 
1 P are 
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are they now but faſtened to their heads; that was not an expreſs 
ſion of reverence 'amongſt them, as it is amongſt us here? but 
bowing down with their faces to the ground, that was their uſe and 
cuſtome to manifelt their reverence and reſpect by, this he leaves 
out; for he kneweth, I have proved it in Abraham to the He 
vites, heathens 5 and in Facob to Eſau, and can doe in many o- 
ther places, as Nathan to David, and Ratihhiba tu David, they 
bent not the knee only, but the whole body with their faces to 
the earth, here ſee his ſhifting, he antwers not a word to 
this; and for J aceb, to whom did he doe it, to one chat laved 
Sion ? prove fimple man, this civil ceremony was performed 
to prophane E ſaue, and that often by aceb, and by his com- 
mand, by his wiſes children, and all his fervants ; and beſides 
that he called him wy Lord E ſan; is not this enough to ſhew 
that theſe civill reſpects ſhould be ufed , when there is an occa- 
ſion for it? and that to the ungodly as well as the godly , — 
only civill expreſtians and reſpectsʒ to this he anſwers nat a word 
but inſtead of it, fall ro railing and deceitfull ſhifts, which are 
eaſily diſcovered ; facob did not this againſt conſcience, but that 
which he knew (upon that occaſion ) he was ont of conſcience 
ro performe , having herein fought God but the night before; 
Let this ſtop your railing mouihes. TE STENTS 

Ne be goeth om rathrg almoſt a whole ſide, and ſanh. bra 
0 Commandment ,. nor. example for this honor to be ffurded which 
is moſt falſe (as I have for have ſhewed the exam: 
ples which he anſwereth not, and many more might be ſnewed, 
and the commandment for it, is in the old Teſtament, hon ſpalt riſe: 
up before the ancitut and hon o, by theſe geſtures of ryſivg ap, 
and bowing, they mult. yeeld honourzand in Ferrr, honor all men, and 
diſtinguiſh them from the brethren, whom they ought to love 
with a more ſpeciall love; ſo that if theſe deluded people did 
think (as I believe they do) none were brethren but ſuch as jey- 
ned with them in their way of deluſion; yet they ought toex- 
preſſe a civill reſpect and hononr to all other men, and this ĩs the 
Apoſtles command to them which —— obey; and for 
high way cuſtemes (us he cals them, and names them flactermg 
complements) what rationall man will not ſee: his falſhood here- 
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in? cannot men walke, and hartily ſalute one another, when 
— — upon the high way, or in che fields, without flattery or 
falſnood? I will give an example in Scripture for it, to ſtop 
- the mouth of this railer, when Boar came to the reapers, he falu- 
ted them, ſay ing, the Lord be with pon, and they him again, the Lord 
bleſſe the e, Rath 2. verſ- 4. will this ignorant man call this, vaine 
flattering. high way complements ? no, it was that which be- 
comes Chriſtians , and men when they meet one another to doe, 
not to paſſe by one another like beaſts, as their cuſtomes is; Then 
he flies upon me, and ſaith, rbar I di thin, becanſe I would have my 
perſon reſpetitd, and ſet up, and I ſeck honour: I need not goe to 
- ſuchpeopleas you are to ſeek honour,ifl looked after that, for that 

would diſhoner me; but if would ſeek to be ſer up (which whe 
ther 1 have done or no, I leave to men to judg, that know me 
and my waies, and my oportunities for ſuch things) ii I ſought 
after them ,. as this railer falſly chargeth upon me; I ſeek that 
honour which cometh from my God by ſerving him, as my Savi- 
our commands, and not from men neglecting the other, doth he 
think that I ſeeke to be called Lord, by ſuch a company as they 
are, whoſe madneſſe appeares unto all men in their deluded way, 
which they are led into, both unchriſtian and unhumane-?. noe, 
my defire is, and hath been to convince them thereof by evident 
examples out of Scripture, and by commands, and chat for their 
good, that they might not be looked upon as a company of mad 
men, ſeperating themſelves from all others by their incivilities; 
and I deſerve not to be belyed and railed upon, for ſeeking to 
deliver them from the errors of their waies, che madneſſe where - 
of (l . time will be made manifeſt to all men, as the Apoſtle 
ſaith of thoſe who were like 7 annes and Fawbres. I have enough 
to own me for what 1 am, and call meſo; I need not ſeck it from 
ſuch railers as theſe; Now he comes to that of Paul ſprecb to 
Feſizs and to Agrippa, and can anſwet nothing to that of Feſtas, 
but paſſech by it, and faith, it is notbing to my purpoſe; yet fo 
much, that thy mouth is ſtopped by it, was Feſtus one that loved 
Sion ? was he one that abided in Chriſts Doctrine? wberewith 
(being a Heathen) he was not acquainued; to ſux hy yeu fay; you 
muſt not give honour, nor titles of honour, for: ſuch 3 
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call me, why? then the Apoſtle, who was immediatly led (as L 
have ſhewed) by the Spirit of Cod, when he came to anſwer be- 
fore rulers (as our Saviour promiſeth) is to be condemned: or 
you, that ſay you muſt nor uſe ſuch language to ſuch men, nor 
give titles of Nobleneſſe to them (as the Apoſtle doth) being due 
to their place; and for King Agrippa, what a fooliſh anſwer doth 
he make? becauſe our Saviour, who is King of Kings, and Lord 
of Liras, and ſearchith the hearts, and knoweth what all men are, 
and hath auth:rity to give that caratter of them which they deſerve, 
as calling hima 2 Fox, that men might know him, and avoid 
bim: therefore he ſaith, they are not to doe ſo 3. It is very true, 
you haye not that power nor Authority, but is this an argument 
that you may not follow Paulis example ? to call a king, a King, 
who you know to be ſo, and to whom thereſore that title is due; 
this 8 like the reſt of your arguments; this place you will never 
be able to anſwer, which doth manifeſt that the titles of honour 
and nobleneſſe muſt be given to thoſe, to whom they are due 
in civ ill reſpe&, though they be Heathens and unbelievers, and 
no veſſell of honour, as here appearetb, and as appeared plainly in 
Jacobs calling prophane Eſa, Lord, now the man comes to that 
of Charles Stuart, and then talkes of Oliver Cromwell, whom 
he ſaith they call Lord Protector; but none of your gange would 
call him ſo; but chow Oli ver Cremwell; and here be thinks to ſhew 
his teeth and bite, but let him doe his worſt, I feare it not at all, 
I fay again, and all men know it( that knows the Lawes of this Na- 
tion that to the peeres of this land: the titles of honour are as due, 
as the Quakers lands to them, and that by the lawes of the Land 
by which they hold their land, this be cannot anſwer, but comes 
in with Hamon, bere he ſhewes his ignorance of the Scripture: 
the cauſe why Afordicay a Jew would not bow , nor ſhew- reve- 
rence to Hamon an Amalikite, and an Agagite coming of AE, 
was - becauſe the Jewes had direct command from God to 
deſtroy them all, men, women, and child; and never to own 
them as in 1 Samuel, and in Leviticus: had this man know- 
ledge, he would not have brought this example and make it 
Senerall, when God hath made it ſpeciall, and particular to that 


Nation alone, whom a Jew was never to acknowledg for 1 
ng 


And ignorantly ſpoken; becauſe there is but ane God, and one onely 
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ling and lying afterwards, I caſt it away ay dung, and will not 


rake into it. . 5 

He comes then to anſwer that of the Apoſtles calling the Ele& 

Lady, Lady, and giving her that title of honor that did belong 

unto her, and faith, I I walked as ſve did, then ce what 

they wenld ſay, even the ſame they doe now, but he knoweth nor 

how to anſwer this, except he will condemne the Apoſtle for not 

following their unciyill way, but giving titles ro whom they 

belong and axe due; he doth not call ber Zady becauſe ſhe is — 

EleR, for then to every woman who manifeſted her ſelfe to R 

him to be Elect, he was to give that title of Zagy,unto which the 
Apoſtles never did, when they ſpake to ſuch; bur he gives this ti- 

tle co her, becauſe ſhe was ſo by her condition, and it thereupon 

was due to her, as honor mult be given to whom honor is due, 

and the Apoſtles did fo, though they were not Ele& but Hea- 

thens: Then he faith, he doth not ſay, My Lady, but Lady, what 

a foolery is this ? as if there were any difference between ſay- 

ing my Lord, or my Lady, and ſaying to them, Lord, or Lady, 

which in writing is uſuall upon ſuperſcriptions, and that ones 

the title due to them, as well as 27 or Our: he goeth forward as 

ignorantly abuſeing the Scripture, and perverting it fromthe 

true ſence and meaning, as when our Saviour reproved the diſ- 

ciples, for contending one with another who ſhould be greateſt, 

he tells them, hi was a contention uſed andexerciſed amongſt the 

Gentiles to ſtrive for, and exerciſe dominion , but this was not for 

them to ſtrive, for they had no calling to be one above the other; 

therefore they ſnould not contend (as they did) about which of 

them ſhould be greateſt; bur did our Saviour hereby deny all 

ſuperioricy and government amongſt the Gentiles ? no ſuch 

thing, for he approves, and commands ſubjection unto it, give an- 

to Caſar the things that are Cœſars but by their contending for ic 

unlawfully, he by that example reproves the diſciples, who did 

then the like; but for the lawfulneſſe of it, and ſubjection to be 

yeelded to it, ſee 1 Pet. 2. 13, 14, 15. the next thing is as abſurd 


Savioxr our Lord Chriſt, whereas the Heathen Idolaters (as it is, 


there ſaid)did make to themſelves many Gods, and many 2 
ere - 
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chereſore there ſhould be no Magiſtrates or earthly Lords as 
mongſt men upon earth, to exerciſe a civill government over 
them, how this doth pervert the ſence of that Scripture (which 
onely ſpeaks of the true God, in oppoſition to their Idoll Gods) 
every man that is not ignorant, or wilfull, cannot but acknow- 
jedg; and to make this a ground to acknowledg noKing upon 
Earth, nor Lords, and inferior officers under him, is expreſly a- 
againſt the Scripture now alleaged by me out of Perer, and in ma- 
ny other places, theſe ſooleries may deceave the ſimple, but no 
wiſe man, who hereby cannot but ſee your groſe errors, and per- 
verting of Scripture to maintane them : In the laſt place when 
I interpret (according to the cleare fence of the Scripture) that 
command, not to reſpełł pirſons, and ſhew both that the meaning 
of it is, that out of reſpe ro perſons, we are not in giving judg- 
ment, or bearing witneſſe, or ſpeaking the truth to be drawn 
aſide from what we know to be true, and alſo as in Fames, that 
we ought not by reſpect to the rich, to deſpiſe the poore, but that 
this being conſidered and obſerved, we are commanded to give 
reſpe& and honour to perſons as is due to them, and this command- 
ment is in Leviticus 19. 32, which will ſtop his mouth, for 
what doth he anſwer? nothing to that part, requi ing a riſing 
up, and honouring the face of the ancient: but faith, they own the 
place, and doe feare God, and to that place Iſaiah 3. verſ. 5. he 
anſwereth nothing. but in a ſhiſting way, and raling, and caſting 
lies upon me, which is h's uſuall courſe, and all theirs, when they 
have nothing to ſay againſt plain evident Scriptures alleaged, 
Dot h God not know a child to be a child? and abaſe, 1 nworthy , proud 
man to be ſuch; I ſpeak of fuch, and ſuch now (it is evident e- 
nough) do riſe up againlt the ancient by your teaching, and baſe 
againit thoſe who are honourable in the eyes of our bleſſed God, 
through his only free grace and love to them; but I think I might 
have ſpared much of this paines, and ſatisfied my telfe; with te- 
ferring the reader of chis railing booke ro look upon what 1 
have written, and thereby ſee what truth there is in that, and wha 
lies and railings in this. ä 2 . 
Now he comes towards the end, he pouers out his railing a- 
gainlt me, but ſpecially againſt the Miniſters of the Geſpell, many

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of whom are truly Godly men, and the bleſſiug of God goeth a-

fault is it, but bis own ? and for their preaching for bire, 1 have all- 
ready ſhewed that both God by the Apottles doth. command, 
: 7baz they whapreach the Goſpel, PM live — the TY ou and 5 — 
preme Authoritie in this land (as they N 
point them a maintenance to live by , which be that 60 to 
pay, is liable to the law for it, and by chat muſt be made to pay 
In; I have clearly ſhewed this already, and it is but a meer rai- 
—— by thoſe that do hate them; and 
fo the reſt of his —— lies caſt upon them, he will be 
ſure. to anſwer for it repent not, and all honeſt men doe 
know they are liesand falſe accuſations againſt them, and much 
more fit to be applied to themſelves, in all particulers of bis rai- 
lings; except in this laſt, which is, zhat they are bred up in Colleages 
Alt here get learning. ' Here he fhewerh are perfect Germane 
Anabaptits, Munſter principles they hold, men muſt not be nᷣtted 
with gifts for the Miniſtry by learning, bur be i ignorant ſors that 
may be led into error. by every wind of falſe Doctrine; they muſt 
walke by the fpirit within them, by revelations, and viſions, and 
dreames, not by the word of God, and the right underſtanding 
thereof, which now{when Miracles, and extraordinary giſts from 
Heaven are ceaſed) is the meanes to be uſed to help mer-rheve- 
unto, and to makethem to divide: the word aright; ri to 


interpret it, and wiſely and fi io apply it fort be benafic ofthe 
hearers,

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hearers;and for their ſalvation, when our bleſſed Saviour mani- 
feſted himſelſe in the fleſh, he preached the Goſpell firſt himſelſe, 
and that we might be aſſured of the truth of it, be confirmed it 
by ſignes, and wonders, and divers Miracles, and gifts of the Holy 
Gholt, as Heb. 2. 4. and( according to his promiſe ) when he aſcen- 
ded ſent down upon thoſe he appointed to preach the Goſpell, 
the giſts of underſtanding all tongues, and ſpeaking them, which 
was neceſſary, and what was donethen in the firſt promulgation of 
the Goſpel, for the Miracuſous confirmationof it, & neceſſary alſo 
tor the preaching of it, for to that end, the Apoitle ſaith, when 
he aſcended upon hgh he cel, unto men, for the worke of the mi- 
xiſtry, for the ediſping the Church, therefore giſts were neceſſary 
for this work, Epheſ. 4. 12. and as they were then for confirming 
of the Gofpell in the beginning given by Miracle, ſo now Mira- 
cles being ceaſed,and no need of them (for we have had them all- 

ready ſufficiently, to ſtrengthen and'confirme our faith)theſe gifts 
continue neceſſary for the worke of the miniſtry; and: therefore 
ought to be ſought and acquired by ordinary means, that men 
maybe able Miniſters of the Goſpel and fit for that ſervice,for ſuch 
a one (as our Saviour faith) muſt be able to bring forth things, 
both new and old, gifted and fitted for fo great a work; but it 
ſeems, a cobler or a tinker or any ſuch like, will pleaſe theſe peo- 
ple better; when they have fate together halfe an houer, or an 
houer and ſaid — one ſuch will riſe tip and ſay, the ſpirit 
moves him to ſpeak; we may ſee how miſerably they are 


deluded, and truly however they raile upon me, yet I am grieved 


for them; but we mult leave it to God, and pray for them that 
the madneſſe hereof may appeare to them in bis own time, and 


and they brought to repentante; he ſaith, chefeColledges , and

a ceremony , which was practiſed and commanded in the old Te- 
ſtament; this ridiculous ſhift I layd open, by ſhewing that then 
we might take one of the Comandments out of the tables, and 
make it a ceremony, which here he ſpeakes againſt, and ſo con- 
tradictes himſelfe , for he ſhall be called the leaſt in the kingdome of 
heaven that doth ſo, and teac heth ſo, you doe ſo and teach fo, chat 
will ſay , what was done in obedience to the third Commandment un- 
dir the lam, and command:d to be done, was a ceremony; now our 
Saviour ſaith, one jet or tittle of this law ſhall not be taken away; 
and if a ceremony, it was to be taken away, and you will con- 
demne Paul again, as you have done, and go directly againſt 
his command, and againſt his practice, if to ſweare at all were 
unlawfull, where there was à juſt occaſion , and the name of 
God reverently uſed, then Paul did actually make the Com- 
mandment of Chriſt of none effect; which you falſly ſay, I would 
doe, for 2 Cor: 12: and the 3 d: theſe are his words, moreover I 
call God fur a record upon my ſoule, that to ſpare you I came not yet 
to Corinth, is not this an oath ? there never was any if it be not, 
had this been unlawfull, or a ceremouy , or contrary to Chriſts 
commandment rightly underſtood, Paul would never have done 
it, and he is a foole that will not think Paul a better expoſiter 
. of Chriſts commandments, then ſuch as you are , there are other 
places wherein upon like occaſion (I take it) Paul doth the ſame; 
when to ſerve his turne (as he thinkes ) he affirmes, that the leaſt 
of theſe 10 Commandments are not to be brokgn , as our Saviour 


ith; 
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ſaich; y ene jot or tittle of the law muſt not be talen away till the 
end of all things , which i true; but our Sayzours affirmation , a 
few lines afterward , when it will not ſerve his turne, bur be a- 


gainſt their deluſion which be would maintaine , there be faith, 


a woman that walkes in the [pirit , i nit under the law; 1o here he 
takes away the whole law, which a woman walking in their ſpi- 
rit (as they will have it ) is not to be under the command of; 
how abſurd a contradiction is this? there is none that walke in 
the ſpirit, but walke in obedience to the ten Commandments, 
which before , he ſaith, ns man muſt break the leaſt of, which is 
true; but here he ſaith, ſach a woman id nit under any ene of them, 
how will the railer fetch about this not to make it a lye, and a 
contradiction to his own words within three or foure lines ? he 
that walkes in the ſpirit is not ſubject to the law of ſinne 
or death, that ſinne ſhould rule over him, and ſo cauſe death, 
which he moſt falſly caſts upon me to affirme, when ] in the place 
(as men may ſee ) ſay the clean contrary, but who ever walkes 
inthe ſpirit”, they are under the law of the ten Commandments, 
and whar ever from thence is deduced,and in joyned upon them, 
to be obedient unto. = TO 

Now I will come to his pleading for woman - preaching, direct- 
ly againſt the Apoſtles Commandment , and that ( which he 
faich ) is the Lord's commandment , he herein diſputes againſt 
the Apoſtle Paul whoſe abſolute command I juſtihe and main- 
taine; he begins with that in the 2d of fol, I will powre my ſpi- 
rit upon your ſonnes and daughters, and they ſhall propheſie and yc ur 
old men ſball dreame dreames , and your. young men ſhall ſee viſions; 
doe your pratling women that diſpiſe the command which (Paul 
ſaith ) is ofthe Lord, dreame dreames , and ſee viſions now? 
it may be they will ſay they doe, and the Divell may delude them; 
but ſuch ſignes and wonders, which the Prophet there ſpeakes 


of, the Apoſtle Peter in the 2d of the As, doth ſhew when they 


were fulfilled , to confirme the comming of the Lord of life, his 
death , and reſurrection, and applyeth thoſe miracles, aſore pro- 
Pheſied of, unto what was then performed upon them, the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt ſent down, and inabling them to ſpeak all languages and 
tongues, and to work all miracles, thoſe that know the ſcriptures 

| know - 
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know that miracles are now c „we are to believe that G 
ſpell (which the Apoſile faich ) was then confirmed by ſignes, 
and wonders , and diverſe miracles,. and gifts of the Holy Ghoſt 
according to the will of God, whereby he did beare witneſs there- 
unto as, Heb. 2.4: we are not now to look for the {ike miracles, — 
ſignes, and wonders , except we would look for a new Goſpel , 
which, I fear theſe people are carried after; but in thoſe times of 
extraordinary miracles now ceaſed, and not to be expected, yet 
the Apoſtle Paul commandeth even then, that women (ſhould not 
uſurpe ſuch authority, as to take upon them to be publick prea- 
chers and teachers in che congregations over men, neither did 
they , or when they preſumed to doe it, were rubuked by the 
Apoltle , as doing that which, was a ſhamefull proud thing in 
chem to doe; and for that gift of propheſying, which he alleagech 
the daughters of Philip had, and Anna; it was not all a publick tea- 
ching and preaching to men in the Churches and congregations; 
but being indued with a gift of foretelling things to come ( as 
it is likely the daughters of Philip did) what ſhould be done to 
Paul at Jeruſalem, as Agabus then did the ſame; and for Anna, 
ſhee never was ſaid to preach, but indued with the ſpirit, and 
made able to know , that this was the Chriſt, that was brought 
in according to the cuſtome; ſhee teſtified as much by the ſpirit, 
upon that occaſion being a Propheteſs, as Simon did, and what 
ſhould come to paſs thereupon , prayfing God: this was extra- 
ordinary and yet no conſtant preaching at all , being a woman, 
for thoſe women whom Paul calls h-lpers #nto him in the Goſpel ; 
had they helped him by preaching in the congregations , would 
he have commanded that ? when in two places of Scripture, to- 
Cor: and to Timothy, he ſaith, he would not permit it to be done; 
and that it was a ſhame for a woman to doe any ſuch thing, what 
man of reaſon would entertaine ſuch a fancy ? to make the Apo- 
{tle ſo contradict his own words, and commandment delivered 
from the Lord, as herſaich , to give greater force thereunto; 
they were helpers to him in promoting the Goſpel diverſe: other 
wayes, as they were in providing for him all neceſſaries, and mi- 7 
niſtring to him therein, chat he might not be hindred in his work - = | 
of preaching any way; and they might further the work of the | 
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Goſpel, by their example in diligence, hearein the word preached 


tthemſelves, and by their perſwading others, in their private con- 


verſe with them, to doe the like, and by holding forth in their 
lives and converſations, a walking anſwerable to that doctrin 
which Paul preached, that by their example others might be 
brought to do the like; thus and many other wayes they might be 
helpers to carry on the work of the Goſpel, without doing that 
which their ſex was not capable of ; but impudent pride and moſt 
ſhamefull, would appeare in their uſurping any ſuch authority to 
themſelves ; and there tis the Apoſtle directiy forbidden; and 
ſhall a man be ſo deluded, as to think then he would here com- 
mend them for it? for Phebe, and ſo alſo for many others, they 
might be ſervants to the Churches, but not in the office of the 
miniſtry to preach, but as widdowes to attend the ſick and poore, 
ſuch offices were in the Churches ſor women but no other, and 
to ſee if they were covered; they might not propheſie, no, that 
heatheniſh} cuſtome which they uſed of comming to God's wor- 
ſhip, paſſis capillis, with their haire hanging downe all over their 
ſhoulders, as the Sibbills, the Divles propheteſſes were uſed to 
doe, when they came to deliver the devils oracles , this the Apoſtle 
reproves, and ſhewes the madneſſe and unſeemlineſſe thereof, 
as well as the other; and if they came not to pray, and to take 
upon them to preach to men, which was not to be done; but as 
Eſter with her May dens prayed , and faſted , and might likewiſe 
ro them ſpeak, and other women may pray with women a 
and exhort and edifie one another in their moſt holy faith, in 
doing which, there appeares no uſurpation of Authority over 
men, which is forbidden their ſex to attempt to doe; yet in do- 
ing of it in this manner amongſt their Maydens, or other women 
as themſelves, they are not to doe it, in ſuch an heatheniſh way 
(as was the cuſtome of the Sibbilt) which it ſeemes theſe Corin- 
thian women uſed to doe; both which immodeſt and unchriſtian 
cuſtomes, the Apoſtle ſharply reprehends, not allowing the one, 
by reproving the other, as this man ( ro helpe him out in his bu- 
_—_ wovld inferre for goody Audlands defence; whois not 
free from impudency, becauſe as the faſhion is, called goody , as 
they call all wifes. a ; 
He comes now to raile againſt me for ſhewing the — 
| neſs ,

neſs, the unlawfulneſs by the lawes of the land of their nighe- 
meeting ( and which I moſt look unto) tbe ſcandalouſneſs and 
dangerouſneſſe thereof for temptations from the divel, occa- 
Gon being afforded him by theſe night-meetings, and walking in 
the night thereunto, and from ſuch meetings; let it not now of⸗ 
fend any, if I plainly ſhew forth the baſe lying and falſe accuſing, 
and ſlandering of me in this particular by this baſe fellow, he ha- 
ving ſo oſten done it before; firſt I will anſwer his ſhifts to ex- 
cuſe it, and then diſcover his lyes , which he goeth on with to 
the end of his railing pamphlet; he would have me prove any 
lewdneſs committed at theſe _ meetings, elſe his foule mouth 
railes ; I did not charge any ſuch thing upon them, but this I did, 
ſhewed that ſuch night-meetings might produce ſuch evill eſ- 
fs, as the veſpers and night- meetings under the pretence of 
waiting upon the the Lord ( as he cals it) had done in former 
times, and therefore were prohibited; and that in that reſpe& 
they ought to be prohibited and ſorborne now; is this to ſlander 
any? to give them good advice to avoid ſinne and the occaſions 
thereof, and to doe things of good report ( which we are com- 
manded to doe) and not of evill; we are to wait upon God in 
the day by bis appointment not in the night, that ſo our good 
demeanour in his ſervice may appeare to all men, the night as 
the Apoſtle faith, 1 Theſſal: 5: isa time wherein ſinners take 
theit oportunities for drunkenneſs, and fo for other ſinnes; let 
our ' converſation be in the day as children of the day and of the 
light, and cloake it not over with your pretences, to wait upon the 
Lord, for he hath appointed other times and ſeaſons for his wor- 
ſhip, and giving us liberty to make uſe of thoſe times for ſuch 
ends. If chere were certaine dangers in meeting in the day 
time, there might then be ſome reaſon for meeting in the night, 
and in ſecret, as in the Apoſtles times ſometimes there was; but 
now there is no ſuch cauſe, and therefore it is of evill report; 
for that of Pauls being at Troas , they met in the day, upon the 
Lord's day in the morning , but becauſe that holy Apoſtle who 
had ſtayed there untill the ſabboth, was to depart the next mor- 
ning, and whether they ſhould ever fee his face any more they 
knew not, therefore that * might advantage themſelves the 
| Q 3 | more 
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fore by is preſence with them, they { pent'the whole Sabboth 
with him, both day and night from morning to morning; here 


was a juſt occaſion tor it; which they deſired to make advantage 
of while chey could, fo when Peter was to be put to death( by 
the Tirant ) che next morning, the Saints would not ceaſe from 
praying for his deliverance, while there was any time for them to 
doe it; and jt may be, , they would have been killed as well as 
be, if it had been kown they bad done ſo; by that perſecutor who 
ſought to pleaſe the Jewes by deſtroying the Apoltles and their 
followers; in both the ſe, there was a lult occaſion which he would 
make. uſe of to juſttly thoſe unſeemly. and unlaw full nighc-mee- 
tings, and of evill report, for winch there was no need at all nor 
no reaſon, for the day might as well have been taken, and with- 
out all ſcandall and offence: after theſe filly arguinents, he comes 


in with bis baſe lies, baſe fellow; that 7 did it out of rreat feare, and 


heart of the byp-crite ;, thou bale falſe fellow. and hipocrite ſuffici- 
ently all along; canſt. thou prove I was xffraid of thee, or thy 
companions ?! who ever chey were, (for now will uſe thy man 
ner of ſpeech, which I know thou doeſt deſerve ſufficiently) 
though I have forborne it hetherco, I proteſle I feare all your 
deluded company no more then a company of miſe running up 
and down ; and if you. any of you; or all oi you ſhould. pretend 
or offer any ſuch a thing; I have enough to Joyn with me 
when 1 will, to clap you up all ſaſeby, untill you have that pu- 
niſhment which you deſerve, you goe (as 1 bave ſaid) upon Mun- 
iter principles, but if you proceed as they did, which (had you 
power, it is likely you would) be ſure you ſhall be dealt with as 
they were, your Leaders (as they call them) knaves, and le- 
ſuites hanged, as theirs were, and your poore ſeduced 
people that will be led by them (whom they therefore looke 
upon as fooles )ſufficiently ſuppreſſed; thoſe that were impriſo-

all; but when we are Juſtified by faith in Chriſt, we are like- 
wiſe ſanctified by bis ſpirit, whereby ſinne is more and more 
mortified in us, ſo that it bath not nion over us, that we 


ſhould fulfill it in the luſts chereofiand theſe are the very words. 


I ſaid, the ſame wich che Apoſtle, who ſaith, he is not perfect, but 
ſtrives {till forwards towards the marke, and though in his body 
and flefhly part, fine reſiſteth the ſpirit, yet in his ſpirit he ſerves 
the law of God and delights in ſo doing, and yet becauſe of that 
ſinne that remanes, he cannot dn as tie would, and this I wrote 
then, as may appeare, and affirme now is this railer, lier, and falfe - 
accuſer, and judger of other men (ſor which he wijt be judged) 
a man perſect and wichout ſinne? when the Apoſtle, faith he 
himſelfe is not? let men judg whether he hath not ſufficiently 
manifeſted his ſinne, in this railing lying paper of his; had they 
the true ſpirit of God, inſtead of that lying ſpirit within them, 
that would convince them of ſinne, as our Saviour faith, Joh 1 6. 
8. and being convinced of finne, ahd truly humbled” for it, 
they would then ſeek after righteouſneſſe, whereof likewiſe they 
(by that ſpirit) would be convinced, and find it in Chriſt our Sa- 
viour, not in their own works, or the works of Chriſt in them, 
as they call them. but know, in reſpe& of Juſtification, all that 
can be done in them is but cung., and ſo to be accounted with 
the Apoſtle, that they may win Chriſt, and have his righteou ſneſſe 
imputed to them, I would bring them to know, and believe this, 


without which they can never be ſaved. .

bur he that is offered up to God in our Lord lefus Chriſt, with. 
aut ſpot or wrinkle, juſtified by his fatistaRtion for ſinne upon the 
Croſſe, and having his righteouſneſle imputed ro him chen, and 
no other way he is without ſpot in the ſight of God, tor God 
doth not, being ſatisfied; in his juſtice, impure ſinne to ſuch a 
man: unſpotted and without blame in the world, is cleane ano- 
ther thing. that is, when men walke ſo in the ſight of men, that 
that they do nothing ſcandalous, or that may give juſt offence 
to any man, or occaſion of evill report; but in their, converſation 
with men walke unblameably, and this a man may doe, though 
there be weakneſſes in bim, and failings in the ſight of God, bis 
watchfulneſſe over himſelfe being never fo great, bis conyer- 
ſation amongſt men, may be of good report and without ſpot, 
and not to be blamed as Paul ſpeaks, of himſelfe before bis con- 
verſion , Philip. 3.6. ſo that this proceeds from the mans igno- 
rance or malice, for it might be taken in ſuch a ſence (as it often * 
is in Scripture) without contradicting the truth 1 formerly ſpoke: 
when I ſay the dangerous, and indeed damnable errors which 1 
diſcovered to be held by theſe Quakers, it was out of my love 
to my neighbours; that (if it might be) I might reduce them off 
from theſe errors, which indeed I did much — then the fel- 
low railes like a Jeſuit, and lies according tu his cuſtome, ſaying, 
that many of my neighbours by this ſee my wick:d accuſations and un- 
cleane ſpirit, if he meane thoſe deluded people which are led by 
ſuch liers and falſe accuſers as himſelſe, whoſe falſhood, and igno- 
rance in Scripture, or malicious hypocriſy, in perverting Scrip- 
tures to ſerve his turne, I have ſufficiently diſcovered if the
